(r) University Examiners and all officers and ser- 
vants of the University shall continue to hold 
office and to act subject to the conditions 
governing their tenure of office or employment^

(s) The statutes, regulations and by-laws of the 
University in force at the commencement of 
this Act shall continue to he in force, except in 
so far as the said statutes, regulations and by- 
laws shall be altered or repealed by competent 
authority.

RULES OF THE UNIVEESITX 
OF ALLAHABAD. 


THE SENATE. 

1. Meetings of the Senate shall be held in Muir 
Central College, unless for special cause the Chancellor 
or Vice-Chancellor shall direct otherwise. 

2. Such motions and amendments only as are im- 
mediately connected with the University of Allahabad, 
or relate to public education, and are not inconsistent 
with Act XVIII of 1887, shall be brought forward and 
debated in the Senate. 

3. No question shall be considered by the Senate 
that has not in the first instance been considered and 
dealt with by the Syndicate. 

4. The Senate shall hold an Annual Meeting to 
commence on the ist Monday in March. The Senate 
shall meet at other times when convened by the Vice- 
Chancellor, or, in his absence from Allahabad, by the 

'.Syndicate. 

5. The Senate shall be convened at such times as 
the Chancellor m.ay direct. The Vice-Chancellor may 
also of his own motion , and the Syndicate may, in the 
absence of the Vice-Chancellor from Allahabad, con- 

■,vene the Senate at'^'any time. 



.6 At any time between the 15th April and the 
31st October, inclusive, the Vice-Chancellor shall con- 
vene the Senate on a requisition in writing signed by 
not less than one-half of the Fellows for the time being. 
Such requisition shall state the business to be brought 
before the Senate at such meeting, and that in the 
opinion of the Fellows so signing such business is 
urgent. 

7. Any resolution passed at a meeting of the Senate 
between the i5th April and the 31st October in any 
year shall, if not confirmed at the first meeting of the 
Senate held afler such 31st October, thenceforth cease 
to be of efiect. Provided always that the foregoing 
part of this Eule shall not apply to any resolution on a 
matter for the consideration of which the Senate has 
been convened by the direction of the Chancellor. 

8. At any time between' the 1st INovember and the 
14th April, inclusive, the Vice-Chancellor shall convene 
the Senate on requisition in writing signed by not less 
than one-third of the Fellows for the time being. Such 
requisition shall state the business to be brought before 
the Senate at such meeting, and that in the opinion of 
the Fellows so signing such business is urgent. 

9. The Vice-Chancellor shall fix a date for any such 
meeting of the Senate within one month of the receipt 
by him of any such requisition duly signed. 

10. Not less than thirty days’ notice of any meet- 
ing, including the annual Meeting, shall be given. 
Such thirty days to be computed from the date of 
the issue of the notice by the Eegistrar. Such notice 
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sliall be sent tbrongh the post to each Fellow at his 
recorded address, and shall also be exhibited on a 
notice-board in the Registrar’s office. 

11. A Convocation for conferring degrees shall be 
held once in every year on such date as the Chancellor 

.. shall appoint..' , 

12. With the notice mentioned in Rule 10, the 
Registrar shall forward to each Fellow a copy of every 
motion that is to be proposed at that meeting. Every 
Fellow intending to propose a motion must furnish 
the Registrar with a copy of his intended motion in 
sufficient time to enable the Rc^gistrar to forward a copy 
of the same with notice hereinbefore mentioned. 

12 (a) Notice in writing of amendments intended 
to be proposed at a meeting, and the precise terms 
thereof, shall be forwarded to the Registrar so as to 
reach him at least iO clear days before the day of such 
meeting.. The Registrar shall forthwith forward to 
each Fellow through the post a copy of the said notice 
or notices. No Fellow shall be permitted to propose 
at .the meeting of the Senate any amendment of which 
notice has not been given in the manner aforesaid, 
unless two-tbirds of the members present^ agree ; in \ 
gnintiiig permission to put forward such an amend- 

13. No motion involving a change in or an addition 
to the Rules shall be considered by the Senate except 
at an Annual Meeting ; and no such motion shall be

immediately preceding such Annual Meeting, to the 
Eegistratj who shall at once communicate the same 
to each Fellow through the post to his recorded 
address.

14. There shall be Faculties of Arts and Law^, and_ 
with the approval of the Governor-Greneral in Council 
of Scieneej Engineering, and Medicine. 


15. The Director of Public Instruction and all Prin- 
cipals of affiliated CollegeSj who are Fellows of the 
University, shall be ex-officio members of the Faculty 
of Arts, in addition to the members who may be elected 
to that Faculty under the Rules | provided that the 
number of Fellows on the Faculty of Arts shall not 
exceed 35 nor be less than 15. 


16. The number of Fellows on the Faculty of Law 
shall not exceed thirteen or be less than five.

Provided that whenever there is a vacancy in the 
number of elective members of the Syndicate, the 
Syndicate may, but subject to Rule 50, appoint a Fellow 
of the University qualified for election to the vacant 
membership to act as a member of the Syndicate until 
the then next ensuing Annual Meeting of the Senate 
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at which a Fellow of the University to fill sueb vacancy 
can be elected. 

49. Ail meetings of the Syndicate and the Faculties 
shall be held at Allahabad, unless for special cause 
the Chancellor or Vice-Chancellor direct otherwise. 

50. The Syndicate shall ordinarily meet at such 
times as they shall fix for that purpose at their Annual 
Meeting, which shall be held immediately after the 
Annual Meeting of the Senate. The Syndicate shall 
meet at some convenient time shortly before each 
Annual Meeting of the Senate, to consider and deal 
with questions to be brought before the Senate at its 
Annual Meeting. The Syndicate shall also meet when 
convened by the Vice-Chancellor. The Vice-Chan- 
cellor shall not convene the Syndicate at any time 
between the 25th April and the 20th October, except 
for urgent business, to be certified as such by him. 
Any resolution passed at a meeting of the Syndicate 
between the 25th April and the 20th October, in any 
year, shall, if not confirmed at the first meeting of the 
Syndicate held after such 20th October, thenceforth 
cease to be of effect, except a resolution on a matter for 
the consideration of which the Chancellor has directed 
the Senate to be convened. 

5 i . Not less than seven days’ notice of any meeting, 
inciuding the Annual Meeting, shall be given ; such 
seven days to be computed from the date of the issue of 
the notice by the Registrar, and to be sent through the 
post to each member of the Syndicate at his recorded 
address.

54. It shall be the duty of the Syndicate to appoint^ 
suspend, and remove Professors, Lecturers, Examiners, 
and all other officers and servants of the University 
except the Registrar ; to fix their salaries and emolu- 
ments ; to order examinations in conformity with the 
Regulations, and to fix the time at which they shall 
be held ; to recommend for degrees, honours and 
rewards ; to keep the accounts of the University and 
to correspond on the business of the University with 
the (rovernment and with all other authorities and 
persons, A Professor or Lecturer in the University 
may also be appointed in any other manner and on any 
terms that may be agreed npon between the Senate 
and a donor or donors providing the funds for the 
purpose. 

55. Any P'ellow or Fellows may make any recom 
mendation to the Syndicate, and propose any Rule or 
Regnlation for the consideration of the Syndicate, 
Such recommendation or proposal shall be sent in the 
form of a letter through the Registrar. 

THE REGISTEAE. 

56. The Registrar shall be appointed by the 
Senate at an Annual Meeting. The first Registrar is 
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Archibald E. Gough, whose term of office shall be five 
years, to be counted from the 16th day of November, 
1887. Except as aforesaid, the term of office of a 
Kegistrar shall be two years. A person who has 
occopied the post of Registrar shall not be ineligible to 
be again appointed Registrar. 

57. If a vacancy occur in the office of Registrar 
between the Annual Meetings of the Senate, the Syndi- 
cate shall appoint a person to officiate as Registrar 
till the next Annual Meeting of the Senate, 

58. The Registrar shall conduct the duties of his 
office under the instructions of the Syndicate. All 
meetings of the Senate, the Syndicate, and the F'acui- 
ties shall be convened through the Registrar, who shall 
keep a record of the proceedings of such meetings. 

59. The Registrar shall conduct the official corre- 
spondence of the Syndicate and sh|.ll render the 
Vice-Chancellor such assistance as he may desire in 
the performance of his official duties. 

60. Each Fellow shall inform the Registrar in 
writing of his address and of any change of address. 
The Registrar shall keep a record of the address so 
communicated to him. The address of each Fellow so 
recorded by the Registrar shall be deemed to be his 
recorded address. 

61. In ' case of necessity the Vice-Chancellor is 
empowered to provide for the performance oi the duties 
of the Registrar. 
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ELEOf ION OP FELLOWS. 

62. No person shall be elected a Fellow by the 
Senate under clause (c), sub*sectioii (1), section 5 of 
the University Act, except at an Annual Jleeting of the 
Senate. Except as provided by Eule 63, the Senate 
shall not proceed to consider the question of the election 
of any person to be a Fellow unless (a) such person has 
been proposed and seconded for election as a Fellow at a 
meeting of the Senate held at least sixty days before and 
within twelve months prior to such Annual Meeting ; or 
unless (6) two Fellows have, at least sixty days before 
and within tv/elve months prior to such Annual Meeting, 
given to the Registrar a notice in writing signed by 
them, stating their intention respectively to propose 
and second at such Annual Meeting such person for 
election as a Fellow. As soon as practicable after a 
person has been so proposed and seconded as aforesaid, 
or such notice iji writing has been received by the 
Registrar, as the case may be, he shall give notice 
thereof to the Syndicate, and shall also give notice 
thereof through the post to each Fellow at his recorded 
"■■address. '■ 

G3. The Senate may, at the Annual Meeting in 
1B89, elect any person as a Fellow under clause (c), 
sub-section (1), section 5 of the University Act, who has 
been proposed and seconded at that meeting, if two 
Fellows have, prior to the first day of December, 1888, 
given a notice in writing signed by them to the Regis- 
trar, stating their intention respectively to propose and 
second at such meeting such person for election as a 
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Fellow. As soon as practicable after the first day of 
December, 1888, the Registrar shall give to the 
Syndicate, and to each Fellow at his recorded address^ 
notice of the receipt of such;] notice in writing. 


AEEILIATIOl. ■ 

64. Institutions or departments of institutions may 
be affiliated to the University in any of the Faculties. 

65. The power of affiliating institutions rests with 
the Syndicate, subject to the sanction of the Chancellor. 
All applications for affiliation must be addressed to the 
Syndicate through the Registrar. In the case of a 
Government institution, application must be made by 
the Director of Public Instruction or other chief Educa- 
tional Officer of the Province in which the institution is 
situated. In the case of any other institution applica- 
tion must be made by the chief controlling authority 
of such institution. Every application must be counter- 
signed by two members of the Senate. In the case 
of institutions not within the North-Western Provinces 
and Oudh,® the application must be also countersigned 
by the Secretary to the Government of the Province in 
which the institution is situated, or, if the College 
is situated in a Native State, by the Agent of the 
Governor-General or the Resident in such State. 

66. The application for affiliation must contain— 
(a) a declaration that the institution has the 
means of educating up to the standard under 
which it desires to be affiliated ; 
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(b) a statement showing the pro?isions made for 

the instruction of the students up to that 
'."Standard; 

(c) satisfactory assurance that the institution will 

be maintained on the proposed footing for at 
least five years. , 

67. With the sanction of the Local Government 
the Syndicate may at any time withdraw the privilege 
of affiliation from any institution.

69. Pending any grant of arms to the University 
of Allahabad, the Common vSeal of the University shall 
bear the Eojai Arms surrounded by a circular band, 
the upper half of which band shall bear the words 
University of Allahabad,” '..and- the 'lower half shall 
bear Lhe motto Quct rami tot arborf^^s. 
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*70. Every motion shall be in an afiSrmative form ; 
at shall begin with the word that ” and must be 
seconded ; otherwise it will drop. A motion standing 
in, the name of a Fellow who is absent from a meeting 
mny be proposed by any other Fellow. 

71. When a motion has been secondedj the terms of 
it vshall be stated by the Chairman, and the discussion 
thereof, if any is raised, will then proceed. If no 
discussion is raised, or no amendment thereto is pro- 
posed, the motion will at once be put to the vote. 

72. Every amendment must be seconded^ other- 
wise it will drop. 

■ 73. When an amendment has been proposed and 
seconded, the terms of such amendment shall be stated 
by the Chairman, and the discussion of the original 
motion and the amendment thereto will proceed pari 
pnHsu : Provided that only one motion and one amend- 
ment thereto shall be entertained at the same time. 

74, A motion once brought forward and negatived 
or in respect of which an amendment has been carried 
shall not be again proposed at the same meeting or any 
adjournment thereof. A motion substantially identical 
in part with one already brought forward may be 
brought forward with the omission of such part. The 
same rule will apply to an amendment proposed and 
negatived. 

75. No Fellow shall be allowed to speak more than 
once in the course of the discussion of a motion, or of 
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a motion and an amendment except tlie proposer of 
the siibstantive motion, who will have a right of reply 
in either case at the close of the discussion: Provided 
that a Fellow who has spoken on a motion before the 
proposal of an amendment thereto shall be entitled to 
speak once upon such amendment. When the proposer 
has concluded his reply, no further discussion of the 
motion, or the motion and the amendment, can take 
place : Provided always that the mover of an amend- 
ment or of the dissolution or adjournment of the meet- 
ing or of the adjournment of the discussion, or that the 
meeting pass to the next business on the Agenda^ shall 
have no right of reply, 

76. A motion for (1) dissolution of the meeting ; 
(2) adjournment of the meeting; (3) adjournment of 
the discussion ; or (4) that the meeting pass to the next 
business on the Agenda^ may he made at any time as 
a distinct question, but not as an amendment nor whilst 
a Fellow is speaking, ' 

77. If a motion for dissolution of the meeting is 
carried, the meeting will stand' dissoh^ed. If a 'motion: 
for acyoiirnment of the discussion is carried, such dis- 
cussion will stand postponed to the next meeting. If 
a motion that the meeting pass to the next business on 
the Agenda is carried, the substantive proposal and any 
amendment thereto under discussion cannot further be 
discussed at such meeting, : 

78. Mo amendment can be proposed to a motion for 
adjournment of the meeting or of the discussion, except 
one substituting a time other than .that proposed for ' 
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such adjoiiroiBeiifc. A meeting or discussion continued 
on adjournment is to be deemed one with that preced- 
ing the adjournment* 

79. A motion of the kind mentioned in Eule 76 
shall be dealt with and disposed of forthwith. If nega- 
tived the substantive discussion will be .resumed.. and 
continued in the same manner as if no such motion 

had been made. 

80. A motion of the kind mentioned in Rule 76 or 
an amendment thereto, such as is permitted by Rule 
7Bj shall not be proposed or spoken to by any Fellow 
who has already spoken in the substantive discussion. 

81. When one motion of the kind mentioned in 
Rule 7.6 has been proposed and negatived, no other 

-motion of the same kind shall be again proposed, except 
with the leave of the Chairman, and not until he is of 
opinion that a reasonable interval has elapsed since 
such former motion was negatived. If a second motion 
of the kind hereinbefore mentioned is sanetioned by 
the Chairman, no discussion shall take place upon it, 
but it shall be put to the vote forthwith. 

82. A motion or amendment may be withdrawn by 
the proposer with the consent oi the meeting, which 
consent shall be presumed if the proposer states his 
wish to withdraw the same, and the Chairman after an 
interval, which in his opinion is reasonable, announces 
that it is withdrawn ; Provided that if five or more 
Fellows rise and object to such withdrawal, the motion 
or amendment shall at once bo put to the vote in the

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' ' 83. A Fellow desiriiig to speak in. a discussion .must ' 
rise in his place at the close of a speech. If more than 
one Fellow rises, the Chairman shall determine which

84. The Chairman has the same right as any other 
Fellow of proposing or seconding a motion or amend- 
ment, and of addressing the meeting. 

85. Any Fellow may at any time in the course of 
discussion rise and call the attention of the Chairman 
to a point of order. If a point of order is raised by 
one Fellow in the course of a speech by another, the 
speaker shall resume his seat until the Chairman has 
decided it. If the Chairman is of opinion that the 
point of order has been raised vexatiously, or for the 
purpose of mere obstruction or interruption to the 
discussion or to the business of the meeting, he shall so 
declare it, and it shall be deemed a breach of order. 

86. The Chairman shall be the sole judge of any 
point of order, and may of his own instance, or at the 
instance of a Fellow, call any Fellow who is speaking 
to order. If the Fellow so called to order disregards 
such call, the Chairman may direct him to sit down. 
If the Fellow so directed to sit down disobeys such 
orders, or any Fellow contumaciously disregards or 
questions any order or ruling of the Chairman, the 
Chairman may forthwith take the vote of the meeting 
as to whether such Fellow shall not be suspended from 
his functions as a Fellow for the meeting. If two- 
thirds of the Fellows present are in favour of such 
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siispetiRioH, the Chairman shall declare the ' Fellow , 
offending suspended, and such Fellow shall be botind' 
immediately to withdraw. 

87» When a discussion is concluded, the Chairman 
shall, if no amendment has been proposed, put the 
motion to the vote. If an amendment has been pro- 
posed, he shall first state the terms of the motion and 
then those of the amendment thereto, and shall then 
put the amendment to the vote. If an amendment is 
carried, the motion as altered thereby shall be stated 
by the Chairman, and may then be discussed as a 
substantive question to which an amendment may be 
proposed in manner hereinbefore provided. If an 
amendment is negatived, the substantive motion shall, 
in the absence of any other amendment being proposed 
thereto, be put to the vote. If such amendment is 
proposed, the discussion will proceed in manner herein- 
before provided. 

88. On putting a motion or amendment to the vote 
the Chairman shall first call for the expression of the 
opinion of the meeting by a show of hands, and shall 
declare the result thereof. Any Fellow dissatisfied with 
such declaration may then and there demand a divi- 
sion, by rising in his place and informing the Chair- 
man to that effect. The Chairman shall thereupon 
select two or more from among the Fellows to act as 
tellers, and shall hand to them a voting paper or papers 
ruled in two columns, one headed for ” and the other 

against.” The tellers shall then take such voting 
paper to each Fellow, who shall subscribe his name in 
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one or other of the eohimnsV according as he is in 
favour of or against the motion or amendment before 
the meeting. In case of voting by- proxy within sub- 
section (1) of section (11) of the University Act, a 
F ellow holding a proxy or proxies shall similarly record 
the. vote or votes by proxy, having first delivered to the 
Registrar, or in his absence to the Chairman of the 
meeting, the authority or authorities under which such 
vote or votes by proxy may be given. 

89. ¥/hen all the Fellows present desiring to vote, 
including the tellers, have subscribed their names 
on the voting paper or papers, the tellers shall east up 
the numbers of the two columns, and when the totals 
have been recorded, shall sign their names thereto and 
band the voting paper or papers to the Chairman, who 
will thereupon declare the result of the division* 
li\ hen the numbers are equal, the Chairman shall have 
a second or casting vote, and if he gives it shall record 
the same on the voting belovi? the signatures of the 
tellers as follows : I give my casting vote for” or 

against” the motion or amendment, as the case 
may be], and shall sign his name and description as 
Chairman. 

90. The Chairman at a meeting of the Syndicate or 
a Faculty may apply these Rules of Discussion at his 

discretion.

34. With reference to Regulation 10 of the Regula- 
tions in Arts, students who have attended Colleges 
affiliated in Arts to the University of Calcutta, the 
University of Madras, the University of Bombay, or 
the University of the Punjab, for not less than one 
academical year, are admissible into the Second year 
Classes of Colleges affiliated in Arts fo the University 
of Allahabad for the purpose of the Intermediate 
Examination in Arts : provided that they are transfer- 
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red to these provinces under a Civil Surgeon’s certificate 
for the recover j of their health, or provided that their 
parents or guardians migrate or are transferred to these 
provinces. ■ 

With reference to Regulation 20, students who 
have attended Colleges affiliated in Arts to the aforesaid 
Universities for not less than three academical years, are 
admissible to the Fourth Year Classes of Colleges affiliat- 
ed to the University of Allahabad for the purposes of the 
B.A. Examination : provided that they are transferred 
to these provinces under a Civil Surgeon^s certificate for 
the recovery of their health, or provided that their 
parents or guardians migrate or are transferred to these 
provinces. With reference to the same. Regulations, 
students who have attended Colleges affiliated in 
Arts to the aforesaid Universities, and who may join 
Colleges affiliated to the University of Allahabad 
for reasons other than those mentioned above, shall 
be allowed to present themselves for the Intermediate 
and B.A. Examinations : provided that in calculating 
their attendance, every two days’ attendance in a 
College affiliated to another Indian University shall 
count as equivalent to one day's attendance in a 
College affiliated to the University of Allahabad. 

With reference tO' Regulation No. 35 of the Regula- 
tions in Arts, exemption shall not be, granted by the 
Syndicate except in the case of teachers; and ■ the 
Syndicate shall not undertake to hold an examination 
solely for private candidates.

35. The Principals of Colleges affiliated in Arts and 
Law shall be requested to fix their academical years so

36. The minimum 75 per cent, of attendance 
required under Regulations 15 and 26 of the Regu- 
lations in Arts, from candidates who have failed in the 
Intermediate Examination in Arts and the B.A. Exam- 
ination, shall be counted only on the fresh year of 
attendance. 

3/. In the case of candidates who have not been 
sent up for the B.A. or Intermediate examination on 
account of their attendance having fallen short of the 
required amount, the 75 per cent, of attendance required 
under Regulations 10 and 20 of the Regulations in 
Arts shall be counted on the aggregate of the year 
immediately preceding the examination and any one 
other previous academical year. 
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38. Schoolmasters, in order to be admitted to an 
examination, must be of two years’ standing as school- 
masters since their last examination, and their appli-

standing as such since he passed the Examination, 

&n6 as such I recommend him to be admitted to the 
Examination. 

39 Unpaid or honorary teachers are not admissible 
as teachers to the examinations of the University. 

Inspecting officers of the Education Department and 
Schoolmasters of Lower Bengal, Bombay, Madras and 
the Punjab shall not be admitted by grace of the 
•Syndicate to the Intermediate Examination in Arts 
under Regulation 1 1 of the EegulatioDS in Arts, or to 
the B.A. Examination under Regulation 2 1 of the same 
Regulations. 

SCHOOLS AND AFFILIATED COLLEGES. . 

40. The following rules shall apply to school pre- 
paring candidates for the Entrance Examination : — 

(a) That a scholar of an unaided school is not 
admissible as such to the Entrance Examination, unless 
the Inspector of Schools for the Province, Circle or 
State to which the school belongs certifies to the 
Registrar that the staff of the school is competent to 
teach the Entrance Course, or unless the scholars of 
such school are admitted as such to the Entrance 
Examination of another Indian University. 
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(6) That the manager or. proprietor of an unaided 
school in the North-Western Provinces and Oudh,* who 
desires that his school shall be recognized as competent 
to prepare pupils for the Entrance Examination, shall, 
not later than two weeks after the commencement of 
each school year, submit to the Inspector of Schools a 
statement in the form annexed, giving the details of the 
instructive staff which he undertakes to maintain . 
throughout the current school year. The Inspector will, 
after such inquiry as he may think needed, inform the 
manager or proprietor whether or not he will certify 
the school as competent to prepare candidates for the 
Entrance Examination, provided the staff as detailed is 
maintained. 

(o) That if the Inspector of a Circle in the North- 
Western Provinces and Oudh^ is satisfied by inquiry 
from the manager or otherwise that the staff as above has 
been maintained, he will, daring the month of December 
in each year, send to the Registrar a list of the unaided 
schools in his Circle which in his opinion are competent 
to prepare candidates for the Entrance Examination. 
He will send a copy of this list to each of the schools 
concerned, and publish it in any convenient manner. 

(d) The Director of Public Instruction, North-West- 
ern Provinces and Oudh,'*^ will forward to the Registrar, 
during December of each year, a list of the Govern- 
ment and Aided Schools in which the Entrance Class is 
maintained with his..approval.

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conduct must be furnished to the Principal as he may 
think necessary. 

2. In the case of students desiring to migrate from 
one College to another, after having failed in any 
University Examination held immediately prior to 
the date of his application for admission, a leaving- 
certificate showing the subject or subjects in which 
they failed will be required. 

3. A student will be recognised as a member of a 
College as soon as he has been accepted by the 
Principal and paid his admission and first month's 
fee in ease of fees being required by the College. 

4. If during an academical year a student desires 
to leave one College to join another after having duly 
qualified according to Rule 3, he must — (1) give notice 
of his intention to leave ; (2) make payment of all 
College fees due up to date, and in addition pay a fine 
of Rs. 10 ; and (3) refund whatever scholarship or 
bursary has been paid to him from College funds, 
unless the refund of scholarships be specially excused 
by the Principal. 

These payments having been made (or excused) the 
Principal will grant a transfer-certificate in the form 
hereinafter prescribed. Exemption from the payment 
of the fine will be granted in two cases— (I ) in the 
ease of the removal to another district of the parent 
or guardian with whom the student has been living, 
and (2) when a change of air is recommended by a 
recognised Medical Practitioner for the improvement of 
a student’s health. The refund of scholarships, etc., 
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will in snch cases also depend on the decision of the 
Principal. 

Provided always that, unless at the commencement 
of the academical year, a student will be refused 
admission into a College situated in the same city or 
district as the College from which his transfer-certificate 
was issued, except with the permission of the Principal 
of the last-named College. 

5. A student who has not been permitted to continue 
his studies in any College owing to his failure at the 
College examination, or who has not been allowed pro- 
motion, may not be admitted into a higher class in 
another College. 

6. A Principal may disqualify a student from 
appearing for a University Examination when the 
student has been guilty of such misconduct or persist- 
ent idleness as, in the opinion of the Principal, renders 
him an unfit person to be admitted to the examination. 

7. A Principal may rusticate or expel a student 
according to the nature of the offence. No student 
who has been expelled may be admitted into any other 
affiliated College, except by the special permission of 
the Syndicate. No student who has been rusticated 
may be admitted into another College during the period 
of his rustication, except by the special permission of 
the Syndicate. 

8. A student who Has been educated at a College 
affiliated to any other University may be required to 
produce a certificate similar to that mentioned in 
para. 1.

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45. CONDITIONS TO BE FULFILLED BY COL- 
LEGES DESIRING AFFILIATION IN SCIENCE. 

Colleges desiring aflSliation in Science must satisfy 
the Syndicate regarding— 

1 . Teaching Staff. 

2. Accommodation. 

3. Apparatus. 

L Teaching Staff. 

Where the number of students in any class perform- 
ing practical work in Physics or Chemistry ex:ceeds 
sixteen, a competent Demonstrator must be provided 
to assist the Professor in supervision. 

2. Accommodation. 

Separate laboratories for Physics and Chemistry 
must be provided, and must be suitably equipped with 
furniture. 

For both Chemical and Physical work an adequate 
^supply of water is essential, and a supply of gas is at 
least highly desirable. No laboratory for physical 
work can be considered properly equipped unless it has 
a workshop with a lathe and the tools necessary for 
work both in metal and wood. 

3. Apparatus. 

In Chemistry, the necessary apparatus may be 
divided into two parts : 

(a) that required for lecture demonstration ; 

: (6) that required for the students’ practical work. 
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(a) It is recommended that Colleges be required 
to provide such apparatus as will enable the lecturer in 
Chemistry to perform all the experiments in Newtli^s 
Chemical Lecture Experiments, ivitli the exception of 
those necessitating the use of Cailletet's apparatus. 

(b) The following five lists are suggested as typical 
of what is required by the students for practical 

work : — 

(a) a list of apparatus which may be shared by, 

two students working together ;

In addition to the apparatus and re-agent bottles 
as above, a supply of chemicals, specimens, etc., must 
be kept up sufficient for the needs of the laboratory. 
For this a careful estimate of the mean expenditure at 
a laboratory for four years works out to Ks. 45 per 
head per annum, not including the up- keep of lecture 
apparatus. 


This covers expenses only when several students are 
working in a laboratory. Each College wishing to 
become affiliated in Science should — 


(i) provide, initially, the apparatus as mentioned 
above, and

(ii) guarantee Es. 45 per bead per auBuni, with 
a miDimum of Rs. 540 per annum, for the 
up“keep of the laboratory. 

In Physics the apparatus required for the Pra.ctical 
course will also, in general, be used on the lecture table, 
but besides this further illustrative apparatus is requir- 
ed. This should be for the most part simple and 
cheap, and such as a clever workman could turn out 
from a well-equipped College workshop. The expendi- 
ture of large sums on the purchase of elaborate and 
highly finished pieces of merely illustrative apparatus 
is particularly to be deprecated. Money so spent is 
usually to a large extent wasted, for such apparatus 
often brings into undue prominence some subsidiary 
aspect, of the experiment, at the same time obscuring, 
more or less completely, the leading idea. Besides, 
simple apparatus made locally arouses the interest of 
the student to a greater degree, and suggests the 
possibility of his making the apparatus for himself, 
which is an important step in the training of a teacher 
of Science.. Herein lies the advantage of a well- 
equipped College workshop. While saving money, it 
benefits the student. 

Money should not, on the other hand, be economizer! 
over apparatus for the Practical course. Here the 
students require instruments of the best quality, 
capable of determining exact measurements and no? 
mere scientific toys. The standard for the B.Sr.. 
Degree demands a thorough practical training in 
scientific manipulation and physical measureinentF, 
and for this reliable instruments are indispen.sable. 
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Colleges appljdng for affiliation in Science slionld 
have their laboratories equipped with the apparatus 
necessary for performing the experiments prescribed in 
the Calendar for the Practical course in Physics* 

4. Inspection. : 

Colleges desiring affiliation will be required to submit 
their laboratories and equipments to the examination 
of InspectorSj who will report on them to the Syndicate. 


46, RULES FOR THE LICENSING OF HOSTELS. 

1. The Manager or Secretary of a Hostel at which 
students reading in Colleges affiliated to the University 
residej who desires to have his institution placed upon 
the list of Licensed Hostels, should apply to the Syndi- 
cate, through the Registrar, sending a copy of the 
rules of the institution, together with a sketch plan of 
the buildings and grounds. The Syndicate, after 
satisfying itself that due provision has been made in 
the rules for the proper management of the institution, 
will depute a member or a board of members of the 
University to inspect the institution and report to it 
upon the arrangements made for board, lodging, moral 
discipline, recreation and resident supervision. The 
Syndicate, after consideration of the report, will inform 
the Manager or Secretary whether his institution can 
or cannot be placed upon the list of Licensed Hostels ; 
and in the event of the application being refused, the 
reasons for refusal will be communicated to him. 
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The Syndicate recommend that the Eesident Super- 
intendent of a Licensed Hostel should in every case be a 
man of education and good social position, capable not 
only of commanding the respect of the students but of 
influencing their conduct, assisting them in their 
studies, and interesting himself in their social life. 

2. A Licensed Hostel will be open to inspection at 
any time by the Principals of Colleges who have 
students resident at the hostels and by a member or a 
board of members of the University deputed by the 
Syndicate to visit it. 

3. A Licensed Hostel will be required to maintain 
and produce for inspection when called for an admis- 
sion register, a register of attendance and a conduct 
register, 

4. Any alterations in the rules of a Licensed Hostel 
or change in the Eesident Superintendent must at once 
be reported to the Syndicate for confirmation, failing 
which the license will be liable to be withdrawn, 

5. The Principal of a College will be expected to 

satisfy himself that the management of a Licensed 
Hostel in which students of his College reside is 
maintained in accordance with the conditions under 
^ received its license, and to report to the 

Syndicate if it is not. 

6. Students expelled from Colleges under the pro- 
visions of the Inter-Collegiate Eules are not admissible 
to any Licensed Hostel. 
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1 , The Superintendent of a Licensed Hostel should 
send monthly lists of the students residing in the 
hostel to the Principals of Colleges concerned ; and 
should report to them cases of serious misconduct. 

8» License will not be taken away from a hostel by 
the Syndicate without a full statement in writing of 
the grounds for withdrawal having been previously 
communicated to the Manager and his written explana- 
tion having been taken.

3. Every candidate for admission to the Entrance 
Examination shall send his application, with a certifi.- 
cate in the form entered in Appendix A., to the Eegis- 
trar. Every such application must reach the office of 
the Registrar at least six weeks before the date fixed 
for the commencement of the examination.

IV.— In Classical Languages one paper will be set 
in a text-book and Grammar ; and a second paper in 
the translation into English of easy passages from a 
book not prescribed, and in the translation into the 
Classical Language from English of easy sentences 
illustrating grammatical principles. The text-book and 
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Grammar will be fixed from time to time by the 
Syndicate. (See Appendix B.) 

7. After the examination the Syndicate shall pub- 
lish a list of the candidates who have passed, arranged 
in three divisions, — the First Division in order of merit 
and the Second and Third Divisions in alphabetical 
order.

correct pronunciation ; (c) writing a business 
letter quickly from dictation ; (d) writing 
slowly from dictation, as a test of spelling 
and penmanship. 

II & HI. —In History and Geography and in Mathe- 
matics the examination will be the same in 
all respects as in the Entrance Examination.

BAOHELOE OF SCIBNOE. 

1. An examination for the Degree of Bachelor of 
Science shall be held once in every year at Allahabad at 
such time as the Syndicate shall determine, the date to 
be approximately notified in the University Calendar. 

2. Any undergraduate of the University may be 
admitted to the examination, provided he has regularly 
attended lectures and performed practical experiments 
in a laboratory duly recognized by the University, 
for not less than two years, after passing the Interme- 
diate Examination with Physics and Chemistry.

QUEEN-EMPRESS VICTORIA JUBILEE MEDAL. 

In a letter from the Secretary to Government, North* 
Western Provinces and Oadh, No. of 1888, 

dated 12th — 16th Januaryj 1888, a Government pro- 
missory note for Es. 1,000 was transferred to the Univer- 
sity, being the gift of Mohan Lai Vishnu Lai Pandja, 
Member and Secretary of the State Council of Mewar, 
Odeypur ; which sum of one thousand rupees was set 
aside by him to commemorate the Jubilee of Her Most 
Gracious Majesty the Queen -Empress of India, under 
the following conditions : — 

(1) That the sum of the endowment be invested in 

Government promissory notes and placed 
under the protection of Government. 

(2) That from the interest of the endowment two 

silver medals, bearing the inscription 
Queen-Empress Victoria Jubilee Medal,” 
be given at the Convocation of Calcutta 
University for commemorating the Jubilee 
every year to the two most successful can- 
didates of the Province of Agra who will 
appear from ' time' to , time : for ; the ; M. A.

GRIFFITH MEMORIAL FUND SCHOLARSHIPa 

The Griffith Memorial Fund was formed from contri- 
butions made by friends and pupils of M r, R. T. H* 
Griffith, and it was determined that the income arising 
from the fund was to the expended entirely on the 
encouragement of Sanskrit learning, such encourage- 
.ment being restricted to the students of the Sanskrit 
College at Benares. 

"The trust of the fund was- accepted by the Syndicate 
of the University of Allahabad on the 6th November, 
1888, and the following rules were finally laid down * 

The Grifiith Memorial Fund ’b shall consist of the 
sum of Rs. 6,329-4-11. already reali^ied for the pur- 
pose of e.stal:.)li3hing and maintaining a memorial of 
Mr. R, T. H. Griffith, M.A., C.I.E., together w'ith such 
further sum as may hereafter from time to time be 
collected for the said purpose. 
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The property in the fund shall be vested in the 
University of Allahabad in trust for the following 
purposes 

The fund shall be invested in Q-overnment promis« 
sory notes, and the income accruing therefrom shall be 
applied annually to the bestowal of scholarships and 
prizes for the encouragement of and reward for profi- 
ciency in the study of Sanskrit learning at Benares. 

The said scholarships and prizes shall be denominat- 
ed the Griffith Memorial Scholarships and Prizes 
respectively, and shall be awarded to such students only 
as are actually pursuing their studies at the Sanskrit 
College, Benares. 

The income of the fund shall be annually applied in 
the following manner : — 

(а) Two scholarships, not exceeding Rs. 5 per memem 
each. 

(б) The surplus, if any, to prizes in money. 

The scholarships and prizes shall be awarded by a 
Committee constituted as follows : — 

(a) The Registrar, for the time being, of the 
Allahabad University ; 

(b) The Superintendent of Sanskrit Studies, United 
Provinces of Agra and Oudh ; 

(c) The principal of the Sanskrit College, Benares ; 

(d) A Pandit of the Sanskrit College, Benares, to be 
appointed annually by the Director of Public Instruc- 
tion, United Provinces of Agra and Oudh ; 


LUMSDEN SCHOLAKSHIPS. 
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(6) A competent person*’ to be nominated by the 
Syndicate of the Allahabad University, who may hold 
office for three years and be eligible for re-nomination. 

The committee shall award the scholarships and 
prizes in accordance with the results of the annual 
examinations held in the Sanskrit College, Benares : 

Provided that the Committee shall award to any 
student of Sanskrit, whom Mr. E. T. H. Griffith may 
recommend, any scholarship, for which he may be so 
recommended subject to the conditions contained in 
the preceeding rules. 

LUMSDEN MEMORIAL SCHOLARSHIPS 
AND GOLD MEDAL. 

At a public meeting held at Benares on the 2nd 
August, 1891, it was resolved, in view of the approach- 
ing retirement of the Hon’ble J. J. F. Lumsden, C.S., 
Senior Member of the Board of Revenue, United Pro- 
vinces of Agra and Oudh, who, during his long connec- 
tion with these Provinces, and more particularly with 
the Benares Division, had endeared himself to all classes, 
that in order to perpetuate his memory, a fund be 
aised for the purpose of founding a medal and two 
Scholarships. This fund, amounting to Rs. has 

been vested in the Treasurer of Charitable Endowments 
for the United Provinces of Agra and Oodh. . The 
Interest is paid to the Registrar of the University of 
Allahabad, and is expended by the Syndicate in the 
following manner : — 

(a) The Syndicate awards every second year a scholar- 
ship called the “ Lumsden Sanskrit Scholarship ’’ of

MOihaiualiopadhyaya Pt, A. Bhattacharya was re-appointed a 
Member of tlie Committee. 
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tbe value of Rs. 10 (now reduced to Rs* 8 per mensem 
as Grovernment Promissory Notes are reduced to 3^- 
per cent, and tenable for two years to the student 
who passes the Intermediate Examination of the 
Allahabad University and obtains the highest number 
of marks in Sanskrit among those who take up Sanskrit 
as their second language. The scholarship is awarded 
subject to the condition that the student eon tin lies his 
studies for the B.A. Examination in a College affiliated 
to the University of Allahabad. 

(h) The Syndicate also awards every second year a 
scholarship called the “ Lunasden Arabic or Persian 
Scholarship” of the value of Rs. 10 (now Rs. 8 only) 
per mensem and tenable for two years to the student- 
who passes the Intermediate Examination of the 
Allahabad University and obtains the highest number 
of marks in Arabic among those who take up Arabic 
as their second language. The scholarship is awarded 
subject to the condition that the student continues his 
studies for the B.A. Examination. If no student passes 
the Intermediate Examination with Arabic as his 
second language in the year in which the scholarship 
is cwarded, the scholarship will be aw^arded on the 
same conditions to the student who passes the said 
examination and obtains the highest number of marks 
in Persian as his second language. 

(c) The Syndicate also every year awards a gold 
medal of the value of not less than Rs. 50 and not more 
than Es. 60, called the ^^Lumsden Medals” to the .student 
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who stands highest in the examination for the Degree 
of Bachelor of Laws of the Allahabad University. 

(d) If a student holding either of the scholarships 
discontinue his studies, die, or through misconduct or 
any other cause be considered by the Syndicate dis- 
qualified to hold the scholarship, it will be given for 
the rest of the term of two years to the next best 
student of the same year who fulfils the requirements 
laid down in clauses (a) and {b) above, 

2. The Syndicate awards one of the aforesaid 
scholarships alternately every year commencing with 
the ‘‘ Lumsden Sanskrit Scholarship ” in 1893 and the 
^'Lumsdeu Arabic or Persian Scholarship in 1894. 

3. The Syndicate will, from time to time, invest in 
Grovernment securities any surplus that may remain 
over annually, after meeting the cost of the scholar- 
ships, of the medal, and incidental charges and will 
apply at their discretion the interest received from this 
source towards increasing the value or number of the 
scholarships.

Musammat Bhagwan Dai, widow of the late Lala 
Sanwal Dass, banker of Lucknow, naade over a Govern- 
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meBt Promissory Note of ' the value of Rs. 20,000, to 
found four stipends of the aggregate value of Rs. 50 
per mensem^ in commemoration of the memory of her 
deceased husband, for the support of poor students of 
the Khatiri^ and, in their absence, of the Saramat 
Brahman castes. These stipends, which are styled 
Lala Sanwal Bass Stipends,” are awarded in accord- 
ance with the following terms: — 

1 . Four stipends shall be awarded every year, viz : — 
(a) Two, tenable for two years, of the value of 

rupees five (5) per mensem in the first 
year, and of rupees six (6) per mensem in 
the second year, 

(5) Two, tenable for two years, of the value of 
rupees seven (^) per mensem in both 

2. The two stipends first mentioned shall be award- 
ed every year to the most successful candidates of the 
Khattri, and, in their absence, of the Saraswat Brahman 
castes, at the Entrance or the Matriculation Examina- 
tion of the University, and the remaining two (of Es. 7 
per mensem) to the two most successful candidates of 
the same castes, in the same order, at the Intermediate 
Examination of the University, from among the success'** 
fui candidates of fche said castes who may require the sti- 
pends to enable them to prosecute their studies further. 

3. The applicants^ for these stipends shall, along 
with their application for the same, forward certificates 
.signed by at least two respectable members of the 

Application must be made to the Eegistrar within six weeks 
of the date of the publication in the Goyernment Gazette of til® 
results of the Intrance and Intermediate 'Examinations? 
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Ehattri or Samswat communities, showing the pecu- 
niary position in life of the applicant or his guardian. 
Such certificates must be signed only by persons who 
can certify from their personal knowledge, and must 
also be countersigned by the Head Master of the School 
or the Principal of the College from which the candi- 
date appeared. 

4. The holders of these stipends shall prosecute 
their studies for the next higher University Examina- 
tion at a College affiliated to the University, and shall 
hold their stipends only so long as they prosecute their 
studies diligently. The Syndicate may, at its discre- 
tion, stop the stipend of a student who has not shown 
due diligence in the prosecution of his studies, and may 
award it to another qualified student. 

5. In the event of any change hereafter in the 
University Regulations as to the period of previous 
study necessary to qualify for admission to the Inter- 
mediate or the Degree Examinations of the Univer- 
sity, the Syndicate shall make such changes in the 
number, value or tenure of the stipends as may be 
required : provided always that the stipends shall be 
held only by poor students of the aforesaid two castes 
on terms as near as may be to those set forth above. 

6. In the event of any stipend remaining unaward- 
ed in any year or falling vacant for any reason, the 
Syndicate may at its discretion award it to any candi- 
date qualified under Rule 3, and it may in its discretion 
increase the number of stipends allotted to candidates 
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of each class under Rule 2 for such period and on such 

terms as it may consider necessary.

STATE SCHOLARSHIPS TENABLE AT OXFORD 
OR CAMBRIDGE BY NATIVES OF INDIA.^ 
Resolution. 

In Home Department Resolution No. 360, dated 
SOth June, 1868, a scheme was promulgated for the 
creation of a certain number of Government scholar- 
ships tenable in England by Natives of India, It 
was explained that the object of creating the scholar- 
ships was to encourage Natives of India to resort more 
freely to England for the purpose of perfecting their 
education and of studying for the various learned pro- 
fessions or for the Civil and other services in India-, 
In a subsequent Resolution, dated 18th January, 1870, 
the circumstances were set forth under which it had 
been determined to hold this scheme in abeyance, 
For some time past the Government of India has been

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in coramnnication: with Her '' Majesty's Secretary, of 
State regarding the re-establishment of a limited 
her of Government scholarships tenable in England 
bj Natives' of India, 'and the Govern or-G-eii era! in 
Council is ghrd to be able now to an n ounce that it 
has; been decided to brin.g' into immediate op-^ration 
a scheme which, it is hoped, will have the effect of 
offering a certain measure of eneourageroeut to the 
youths of this country to proceed to England for 
the purpose of completing their education either at 
the University of Oxford or at the University of 
Cambridge. 

2. Six scholarships, the cost of whieli will be 
defrayed by the Government of India, will be at once 
established, tenable in England by persons who are 
Natives of India within the meaning of Section 6 
of the Statute 33 Vic., Cap. 3. The scholarships will 
be placed at the disposal of the Universities of Calcutta, 
Bombay, Madras and the Punjab in rotation,* one 
scholarship being given to each of the first two 
Universities during the present year (1886), and one

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scholarship to each of the last two during next year 
(1887). In allotting the scholarships in future years 
the same order will be observed. 

3. Each scholarship will entitle the holder to an 
allowance, not exceeding £ 200 per annum, payable 
from the date of his arrival in England, and will be 
tenable for three years. No candidate should be more 
than 21 years of age. Each candidate to whom a 
scholarship may be awarded will be required to proceed 
to England within a reasonable period from the date of 
his selection, and to reside there for a period of three 
years, unless compelled to return sooner by ill-health. 

4. Each scholar will be entitled to receive a sum of 
£10Q for passage-money, and a similar sum will be 

payable within one month before his actual return to 
India if he should complete the full period of three 
years’ residence, or be compelled by sickness to return 
before the completion of that period. 

5. It is intended to reserve to the scholars the 
power of selecting, once for all, the course of study to 
be followed by them in England. Each scholar will be 
required to bind himself by written engagement to 
submit to such regulations as may, from time to time, 
be framed by Her Majesty’s Secretary of State for the 
guidance of scholars.. 

By liesolution of Government of India, dated 2nd Fehnicm/f 
1895, it is notified that, in future. Second Class\accommodation onfy 
by Raihvm/ in India, and on the Sea-voyage to London, laill be 
allowed to persons selected to hold State Scholarships tenable in 
'.England, . 
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6. If any scholar, not being disabled by sickaess, 
fails to complete a residence of three years in England^ 
or is guilty of gross misconduct or disregard of the 
orders of Her Majesty’s Secretary of State, he will, at 
the discretion of the Secretary of State, forfeit his 
scholarship and further be liable to refund the sum 
drawn by him as passage-money. 

7. Scholars will be expected to reach England 
before the opening of the October term at the Uni- 
versity of Oxford or Cambridge, to one of which 
University they will be required to proceed. 


EULES FOR THE SELECTION OF CANDIDATES 
FOR THE STATE SCHOLARSHIPS TENABLE 
IN ENGLAND BY NATIVES OF INDIA. 

1. The Syndicate shall in the year in which a 
State Scholarship tenable in England is placed at 
the disposal of the University, and as soon as may be 
reasonably practicable after the results of the Examin* 
ation in such year for the Degree of B.A. have been 
ascertained by the Syndicate, and at any other time 
or times as occasion may arise, select for the scholar- 
ship a person who is qualified in the manner specified 
by Rule 2. 

2. A person shall be deemed to be qualified for 
selection by the Syndicate who is (a) a Native of 
India within the meaning of Section 6 of the Statute 
33 Vic., Cap. 3 ; (6) under the age of 22 years on the 
31st day of March in the year in which the selection 
is made ; (c) has qualified for the Degree of B.A. of the 
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I University of Allahabad ; (d) has satisfied the Vice- 

Chancellory or in case of his absence, the Sjndieatej 
that he is of good moral character, by the production 
;; of a certificate to that effect signed by the Principal 

of the College affiliated to the University at which he 
has studied, or by a Director of Public Instruction, or 
by an officer employed, in the civil administration not 
I inferior in position to a Magistrate of a district or by 

any other person whose certificate may be considered 
sufficient by the Vice-Chancellor, or, in his absence, 
by the Syndicate ; (#?) has satisfied the Vice-Chanceliorj 
or, in the case of his absence, the Syndicate, that he 
has a competent knowledge of the English language ; 
(/) has produced to the Vice-Chancellor, or, in case of 
his absence, to the Syndicate, a certificate signed by a 
medical officer not below the rank of a Civil Surgeon 
that he is physically capable of undergoing the course 
of life and study which he will have to follow in 
England ; and (^) is willing, with the consent of his 
family, to proceed to England in order to complete a 
University education. 

3. Any person desirous of being selected by the 
Syndicate should, at as early a date as possible in the 
year in which the selection may be made, forward to 
the Registrar of the University a signed notice to that 
effect, stating that, if selected, he will confply with 
such regulations relating to the scholarships and the 
^holders thereof as the Secretary of State for India may 
at any time make, and shall forward to the Registrar 
such certificates as to his qualifi-cations as he may have 
been able to obtain. 
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4. After the selection, the Registrar shall, give to 
the person selected a copy of the Eegnlations oi the 
Secretary of State for India relating to the scholar- 
ships and the holders thereof. 


RULES FOE INDIAN GOVERNMENT SCHOLARS 
IN ENGLAND. 

1. Every scholar shall, on reaching England, at 
once present himself at the India Office and report ais 
arrival in writing. 

2 . Every scholar shall, without any unnecessary 
delay, inform the Secretary of State to which Univer- 
sity he intends to proceed, and shall at once take steps 
to enter himself at the College he has selected. 

3. Every scholar shall, within four weeks of reach- 
ing England, submit, for the approval of the Secre- 
tary of State, a statement showing the general course 
of study he proposes to follow ; and the course approved 
shall not be changed without the sanction of the 
Secretary of State. 

4. Every scholar shall, at the end of each term or 
residence at the University, submit to the Secretary of 
State a certificate from the proper College or Univer- 
sity autjiority, showing that his residence, eoDdiict, 
and progress in study have been satisffictorj during 
the term. 

5. Every scholar shall, at all times, obey mah in- 
structions as he may receive from the Secretary of 
State. 
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6. Subject to a due compliance with the above 
conditionSj the allowance, at the rate of £200 a year 
for three years, will be paid quarterly in advance by 
the India Office, commencing from the date of the 
scholar’s reporting his arrival in England ; but this 
allowance shall be reduced by the amount of any other 
sum which may become payable to him out of the 
revenues of India, in respect of residence at a Univer- 
sity during the same period or any part of it. 

7. Every scholar will forfeit his scholarship who, 
not being disabled by illness or prevented by any other 
cause which the Secretary of State may consider 
sufficient, fails to complete a residence of three years in 
England according to the terms and conditions ap- 
proved by the Secretary of State under Rule 3, or who 
is guilty of misconduct or disregard of the orders of 
the Secretary of State. If a scholarship be forfeited, 
the scholar will lose his claim to a free return passage 
to India, and will further become liable to refund the 
cost of his free passage to England. 

8. The scholars will be under the special super- 
vision and charge of the Political Aide-de-Camp to the 
Secretary of State, through whom the necessary orders 
will be given, and to whom all reports and other 
communications respecting them should be sent.

REGULATIONS. 

Prescribed by the Delegates of Local Examination. 

The following Regulations have been framed by the Delegates 
of Local Examinations under the yomers conferred upon them by 
Tit, 11. f Sect, VII. (See pp. 2, 3, 4, 5.) : — 

1, The delegates do not enter for examination the names of 
any candidates under this Statute (see clause II). Any appli- 
cation to the Delegates for a Certificate that a candidate has 
satisfied the provisions of clause 4 (a) must be made to the 
Secretary to the Delegates by the Head or Tutor of a College 
or Hall or by the Censor of Non-Collegiate Students ; the 
documents from the Colinial or Indian TJniversitj^ presented 
in support of such application must be left three clear days for 
examination, and a fee of two shillings must be paid to the 
Delegacy. 

The Head or Tutor or the Censor^ as the case may be, will 
forward a written statement from the candidate that he is not 
a matriculated member of the University, and that he bond 
fide intends to be matriculated as a member of the College or 
Hall, or as a Non-Collegiate Student. 

2. Application for Certificates of status (under the provi- 
sions of clause 12) must be made on a Form (No. 254), which 
may be obtained at the Office of the Delegacy, Merton Street.

Statt. Tit. II, Sect. VIL 
October , 1902. 

Section VIL~-0N. COLONIAL AND INDIAN 
UNIVEESITIES. 

1. Any Uni\wsity situated in any part 
British Dominions, other than the United K 
may apply to this University to be admitted to the 
privileges of this section of the Statutes. 

2. The application shall be addressed to the Vice- 
Chancellor, who shall report the same to the Hebdoma- 
dal Council. 

3. The Hebdomadal Council, after considering such 
application and after making such inquiry as it shall 
deem necessary, shall, if it thinks fit, propose to 
Convocation that the University so applying shall be 
admitted to the privileges of this section of the 
Statutes. A University admitted to the privileges 
conferred by this Section of the Statutes may at any 
time renounce such privileges : and this University 
may at any time by a vote of Convocation withdraw 
the same from any University. 

4. Any member of a University so admitted, who 
shall have pursued a course of study prescribed by It 
and extending over two years, and ' who shall 
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passed all the examinations incident to the course, may 
be admitted to the status and privileges of a Junior 
Colonial or Indian Student. 

5. Any member of a University so admitted, who 
shall have pursued a course of study prescribed by it 
and extending over three full years, and who shall have 
taken Honours in the final examination incident to the 
course, may be admitted to the status and privileges of 
a Senior Colonial or Indian Student/' 

& It shall be the duty of the Hebdomadal Council 
up and submit to Convocation a statement of 
iiiB cdnditions under which a'lmember of a University 
so admitted shall be deemed to have taken Honours 
as aforesaid. Every such statement, if approved by 
Convocation, shall have the force of regulations made 
by Statute. 

7. The status and privileges of a Junior Student 
shall be as follows 

(u) The Term in which he is matriculated shall be 
reckoned, for the purposes of any provisions respecting 
the standin of gmembers of the University, as the fifth 
Term from his matriculation. 

(6) A Junior Student shall not be required to pass 
Eesponsions, or to pass in an additional Subject at 
Eesponsions. 

“ Any member of the University of Allahabad who shall have 
been placed in the First Division in the Examination of that 
University for the degree of Bachelor of Arts, and shall 
obtained Honours in one or more subjects at that Examination, 
shall be deemed to have taken Honours as required by the 
provisions of Statt. Tit. 11. Sec. YIL, cl. 6.” 
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(c) - A Junior Student whO' has passed the Second 
Public Examination, and has obtained. Honours either 
in the First or in the Second Public Examination,, shall 
be entitled to supplicate for the degree of Bachelor of 
Arts so soon as he shall have kept statutable residence 
for eight Terms. Provided that, if he is 'a Golo,nial 
Student, he has shown a sufficient knowledge of the 
Greek language. 

(d) A Junior Student who has passed the Second 
Public Examination, but has not obtained Honours 
either in the First or in the Second Public Examina- 
tion, shall be entitled to supplicate for the degree of 
Bachelor of Arts so soon as he shall have kept statutable 
residence for twelve Terms. Provided that, if he is 
a Colonial Student, he has shown a sufficient know- 
ledge of the Greek language. 

8. The status and privileges of a Senior Student 
shall be as follows : — 

(а) The Term in which he is matriculated shall be 
reckoned, for the purposes of any provisions respecting 
the standing of members of the University, as the fifth 
Term from his matriculation. 

(б) A Senior Student shall not be required to pass any 
part of Eesponsions or of the First Public Examina- 
tion or any Preliminary Examination of the Second 
Public Examination. 

(c) A Senior Student who has,' obtained /Honours ' in ,' 
the Second Public Examination shall be entitled to 
supplicate for the degree of Bachelor of Arts so soon as 
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he 'Shall have kept statutable residence for ei^ht Terms* 
Provided that 3 if he is a Colonial Student, he has shown 
a sufficient knowledge of the Greek language. 

9„ Every person who having been matriculated 
desires to claim the status of a Junior or Senior Student 
shall make his application through an officer of a 
College or Hall or of the Non-Collegiate Body to the 
Secretary to the Boards of Faculties, and shall at the 
same time pay to the University Chest through the 
Secretary the sum of one pound or of two pounds, 
according as he is admitted as a Junior or a Senior 
Student. If he makes his application later than a 
week from matriculation, he shall pay an additional 
fee of one pound, 

I0« Any person qualified to become a Junior Stu- 
dent on matriculation may be admitted to any part of 
Eesponsions, any part of the First Public Examination, 
and any Preliminary Examination in the Second Public 
Examination. 

11. Every person who, being qualified to become a 
Junior or Senior Student on matriculation, desires to 
have his name entered for an examination before he 
has been matriculated, shall make his application to 
the Secretary through an officer of a College or Hall 
or of the Non-Collegiate Body, who shall send the 
name to the Secretary seven clear days before the day 
fixed for entering names for . the Examination in 
question, together with — 

(a) The, statutable fee, and in addition thereto the 
sum of one pound or of two pounds,. 'according as the. 
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candidate claims to be qualified to become a Junior or 
a Senior Student ; 

(6) A declaration that the candidate in his opinion

14. The Secretary shall have power to make and 
vary from time to time regulations for the admission 
of qualified persons to the status of a Junior or Senior 
Student, and for enabling Junior or Senior Students, 
or persons qualified to become Junior or Senior Stu- 
dents, to offer themselves for examination under the 
provisions of this section, provided that all such regu- 
lations and any variation in them shall be submitted 
to the Vice-Chancellor and Proctors for approval. 

15. It shall be the duty of the Secretary to keep a

Report of the Council of the Senate on the AffiMaiion 
of the University of Allahabad mnfhmed by the 
Senate on 2lst November^ 1895, as per letter dated 
Cambridge^ 29ik J une, 1896. 

21stOdoler, 1895. 

The Council of the Senate beg leave to report to 
the Senate as follows;— 

In course of last- year the Vice-Chancellor received 
from the Eegistrar of the University of Allahabad an 
application for the affiliation of that University to the 
University of Cambridge. 


The CouDcil have fouad that the constitution and 
scheme of examinations of the University of Allahabad 
closely resemble those of the University of Calcutta, 
and that the two Universities recognise each other on 
equal terms, the Examinations and degrees of the one 
being accepted as equivalent by the other. The 
Council therefore decided that they would be prepared 
to recommend to the Senate thp.t the application for 
affiliation be granted on terms similar to those approved 
by Grace I of 5th March, 1895, for the University of 
Calcutta ; and they communicated with the authorities 
of the University of Allahabad to this effect. They 
have now received an acceptance on the part of that 
University of the terms proposed. 

The Council accordingly recommend — 

1. That the University of Allahabad be adopted as 
an institution affiliated to the University of Cam- 
bridge. 

2, That any matriculated student of the University 
of Allahabad be entitled to be admitted to the privi- 
leges of affiliation who has (1) in accordance with the 
regulations of that University studied for not less 
than two years at one or more Institutions for the edu- 
cation of adult students affiliated in Arts up to the B.A* 
standard ; (2) passed the Entrance Examination, and 
also passed in the First Division in the Intermediate 
Examination in Arts or in the First or Second Division 
in the Examination for the Degree of Bachelor of Arts 
of that University : provided that in one of these 
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■Exarainations or in some other' Examination held by that 
Uaiversity he has satisfied the Examiners in Grreek^' 
Latin, Sanskrit, Arabic or Persian -

MUI£ OENTBAL COLLEGE, ALLAHABAD. 

Affiliated in Arts, 1888 ; in Science, 1896 and 1897 
tN Law, 1888. 

In 1870-71, Sir William Muir, the Lieutenant- 
Grovernor, acceding to a generally-expressed wish, in- 
vited the co-operation of the Chiefs and Feudatories 
of the Province of Agra and the territories adjacent in 
founding a Central College at Allahabad, the Seat of 
Government. His proposal having been warmly res- 
ponded to, the College was temporarily opened in a 
hired building on the 1st July, 1872. The foundation 
stone of the Muir Central College was laid by Lord 
Northbrook in 1873, and the College was opened by 
Lord Dufferin on the 9th April, 1886. It is built in 
a modified Saracenic style, and cost nearly nine lakhs 
of rupees. 

This institution admits all classes of students who 
have passed the University Entrance Examination, and 
is affiliated in Arts, Science, and Law. The course of' 
instruction embraces the University requirements for 
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degrees in those branches. The tuition fee is Ks.8 per 
mensem in the first and second year classes ; Kh. 10 in 
the B.A. and Es. 12 in the M.A. classes; and Es. 5 in 
the Preliminary Law class, and Ks. 8 in the Final Law 
•'Class., , *, 

A fund of sixty-nine thousand rupees in Government 
3^ per cent notes, the endowments of H, H. the Nawab 
of Rampnr, the Maharajas of Vizianagram, Eewah, 
Panna, Chirkhari, and others, furnishes a niiinber of 
local scholarships of various amounts. There are also 
minor stipends for the assistance of poor and deserving 
students. 

The late Nawab Ali Asghar Khan, C.S.I., of Ram- 
pur, by a ie;ag/-nama, dated 13th November, 1872, en- 
dowed scholarships to the value of Rs. 50 monthly to 
be given to students who pass in Arabic. 

There are also the two following Gold medals : The 
Peary Mohan Gold Medal for Science ; and Nil Kamal 
Mittra^s Gold Medal for Sanskrit ; one awarded in every 
alternate year. Also, a prize of Rs. 40 is awarded 
annually to the best student in the first year class : and 
Chaudhri Dhyan Singh " and Maulvi Hyder Husain’s 
prize is awarded annually to the best Sanskrit and 
Persian student alternately.

OANNING OOLLEGE, LUCKNOW. 

Affiliated in Arts, 1888 ; in Science, 189G ; in 
Law, 1888. 

This College, founded bj the Taluqdars of Ouclh in 
memory of the late Earl Canning, was opened on tie 
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1st of May, 1864, The institution comprises three 
departments, — the College proper, a Law Department# 
and an Oriental Department, in which only Sanskrit, 
Persian and Arabic are taught. 

Canning College is supported by the Taluqdars of 
Oudh aided by Government. By a Sanadt duly 
executed, the Taluqdars unanimously endowed the 
College in perpetuity with a percentage of the revenues 
of their taluks. This sum, amounting on an average 
to forty-one thousand rupees per annvmj is collected 
by the officers of Government, and is deposited in the 
Government Treasury for the use of the College. A 
Government grant-in-aid to the amount of twenty-fiire 
thousand rupees is also enjoyed by the College. The 
total income from endowment, grant-in-aid, invested 
funds and fees aggregates eighty-one thousand rupees 
per annum. 

The institution is open to all classes, and its object, 
as declared by the rules, is to impart instruction in 
the English Language and Literature, in Mathematics 
and Science, in Law and in the Oriental Classical 
Languages. Its management is vested in a Committee 
consisting of the Commissioner of Lucknow, the 
Deputy Commissioner, the Inspector of Schools, Oudh 
Circle, District Judge, the Executive Engineer, the 
Principal, and the representatives of the Taluqdars. 
The fee for the College classes is — Es. 6 for the 
Intermediate class, Es. 7-8 for the B. A. class, and 
Rs. '9 for the M.A. class. The Committee reserve to 
themselves the right of admitting Oudh students to 
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the free list, or of admitting them on a modified fee. 
The fee, for the Law '.classes is — for Arts students Rs, 4 
for the first year and Rs. 6 for the second year, and for 
outsiders Rs. 5 for the first year and Rs. 8 for the 
second year. 

The admission fee is Rs. 3 for all classes. 

In addition to Government scholarships, there are 
local scholarships to the value of Rs. 170 per mensem.

THE MUHAMMADAN ANGLO-ORIENTAL COLLEGE 
ALIGARH. 

Affiliated in Arts, 1888; m Law, 1889. 

This institution has been established bj the eda 
eated and more advanced portion of the Muham 
madans of Upper India, under the leadersbin of Si 
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Sjed Alimad, Khan Bahadur, K.C.SJ., LL,D. The 
objects in view are to place the benefits of liberal 
education within the reach of the Muhammadan 
commuFiitj, who have markedly failed to avail them- 
selves of Government educational institutions ; and to 
reconcile the Muhammadans to the study of Western 
science and literature by founding a scheme adapted 
to meet the special educational wants of the Muham- 
madan community. However, the institution is catholic 
in its character, and is open to students of every 
creed and race. 

This institution was first opened as a school in 
June, 1875, and in January, 1878, it was converted into 
a College, and was, from the beginning of that year, 
affiliated to the University of Calcutta up to the 
Standard of the First Arts Examination. In Arts the 
College has been affiliated to that University up to the 
B.A. Standard from the 1st January, 1881, and in Law 
it has been affiliated up to the B.L. Standard from the 
1st January, 1883. 

In the College and School attached to it all subjects 
are taught in the English language, and Arabic, Per- 
sian or Sanskrit is taken as the classical language. 

All the Muhammadan students are taught Theology 
in Persian or Arabic, according to their sect, 
Sunnis according to the Sunni sect, and Shias 
according to the Shia sect. 

The College is governed by Trustees, for whose 
guidance laws and regulations have been passed on 
December 28tb, 1889.

AGEA COLLEGE, AGRA- 
Affiliated in Aets, 1889 ; in Science, 1896 ; 

IN Law, 1889. 

In 1818 GangaDhar Shastri bequeathed to the East 
India Company the rents of certain lands in the dis- 
tricts of Aligarh and Muttra for the promotion of edu- 
cation. In accordance with the Shastri’s will, A^ra 
College was opened in 1823, the endowment then vield- 
ing over Ks.22,000 a year. Subsequently Government 
added to the income, and raised the College to its pre- 
sent status. 

In 1883 the management was transferred to a Board 
of Trustees. The College now receives annual grants 
of Rs. 12,000 from Government and Ss. 2,500 from 
the Municipality of Agra, in addition to the original 
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endowment. At the time of the transfer the Trustees 
made an appeal to the noblemen and gentlemen of the 
Province of Agra, and a lakh of rupees was added to the 
endowment, while the capital of the Scholarship Fund 
was raised from Rs. 25,000 to Rs, 45,000. The Maha- 
rajas of G-walior and Bhartpur maintain additional 
scholarships. 

The immediate control of the College is in the hands 
of a Committee, two of the members of which are 
official, the rest nominated by the Trustees, 

The College consists of two Departments, the 
College proper under a Principal, and the School under 
a Head Master. There are 700 schoolboys and stu- 
dents enrolled; of whom 122 are boarders in the 
College Boarding House, and 104 in the Caste Boarding 
Houses.

This College was established in 1850, and its 
foundation was chiefly due to the efforts of an influential 
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body of Civilians and Military Offieers, who were at 
that time members of the Local Committee of the 
Church Missionary Society ; the Hon’ble J. E. Colvin^ 
Lieutenant-Grovernor of the H.-W. P., being the Patron, 
and Sir William Muir, the President 

Their desire was to found a College for the education 
of the higher classes of Indian youths upon strictly 
Christian principles, as they felt that such an institu- 
tion was greatly needed in order to create a higher 
moral and spiritnal tone among those classes. 

In more recent years, owing to the rapid growth of 
the Indian Chiristian community, the object of the 
institution has become somewhat changed. Whilst 
welcoming, as before, all Hindus and Muhammadans 
desirous of receiving a liberal education under Chris- 
tian influences, the College has become recognised 
more specially as an institution where the education 
of Indian Christian youth is made a matter of primary 
importance.

The College is 
maintained partly out of the interest of the money 
subscribed by the people of the Nagpur and Chhatis- 
garb Divisions of the Central Provinces, and partly 
out of the grants by the Local Grovernment and the 
Nagpur Municipal Committee and District Conncils. 
The subscribers to the College fund have, under the 
sanction of Government, registered themselves as “ The 
Nagpur Morris College Association ’’ under Act XXI of 
1860, and the Institution is managed by a Council 
constituted as follows : — 

1. The Inspector of Schools, Nagpur Circle (by 
virtue of his office). 

2. The Commissioner, Nagpur Division (by virtue 
of his office). 

3. The Director of Agriculture and Settlement^ 
Central Provinces (by virtue of his office). 

4. The Deputy Commissioner, Nagpur District 
(by virtue of his office). 

5. A member appointed by the Benefactors. 

6. A member appointed by the District Council, 
Nagpur. 
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7. A member appointed by ' the Municipal Com- 
mittee, Nagpur. 

8. A member appointed by the members of the 
Bar at Nagpnr. 

In JunOj 1886, a Law Class was opened in connection 
with the College, with a view to preparation ■ for the 
B.L. Degree of the Calcutta University,’ and with a 
view to assist candidates for pleadership in the Central 
Provinces. The tuition fees of the first and second 
year classes have been' raised from Es. 3 to Es. 4 ; that 
of the third and fourth year classes from Rs. 3 to 
Rs. 4-8 ; that of the law classes from Es. 3 to Es. 5 a 
month. 

In 1886 Eaja Mahant Balaram Dass, a Feudatory 
Chief in the Chhatisgarh Division, founded a prize of 
Rs, 30 to be awarded to the best student in Sanskrit, 
in the Central Provinces, according to the result of the 
Entrance Examination of the Calcutta University, on 
condition of his joining the Morris College,

Stephen Hislop, the eminent Geologist and founder of 
the Scottish Mission "in Nagpur. 

Connected with the College there is the U. P. C. 
Institution, consisting of a High, Middle, and Primary 
School. The classes of the Institution are mostly ac- 
commodated in a separate two-storeyed building situ- 
ated some distance behind the College building. The 
total cost of College and School buildings came to 
about Rs. 65,000, of which Rs. 10,000 was contributed 
by the Rev. T. G. Cooper, a former Principal of the 
College, and the rest by the Foreign Missions Commit- 
tee of the United Free Church of Scotland, the local 
Governments, and private friends. On a beautiful site 
on the Jumma Talao there is a recently erected College 
Hostel able to accommodate 60 boarders. It cost about 
Es. 18,000. There is also in the Civil station an 
Indian Christian Hostel able to accommodate 30 board- 
ers. It cost about Rs. 7,000. Both Hostels are under 
efficient Superintendents. 
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A prize, of the annual value of Rs, 25, and called the 
Cooper Memorial Prize,” is awarded to the student 
who passes the Entrance Examination with the highest 
marks in History and Geography. 

The College fees are Rs. 6 for M.A. classes, Rs. 4-84) 
for B.A. classes, and Rs^ 4 for Intermediate classes.

This Institution was opened originally as a School, 
and after having been closed for several years, was 
re-established on a wider basis in the year 1851 . On 
April 1868 it was raised to the status of a Gollese, 
the instructive staff being at the same time augmented 
and improved to meet its wants. 
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Until the 15tli July, 1896, instruction up to the 
F.A. and Intermediate Standards was imparted, but 
from that date an increased staff has been entertained, 
and now students are prepared for the B.A, degree.

Master, Boarding Houge Superintendent, an English 
Professor, and the Secretary are all honorary, and 
many of the staff serve at rates below their market 
value. 

The College oondnefcs an Annual Examination in re* 
ligions knowledge in September, and the following 
schools are affiliated for this purpose : C. PI.

KAYASTHA PATHSHALA. ALLAHABAD. 
Affiliated m Arts, 1895. 

The Kayastha Pathshala was founded in 1872 by the 
late ■ Munshi Kali Prasad, "of the .Lucknow Bai\ In' 
1878 it was raised to the Middle English Standard 
and in 1883 to the Entrance Standard of the Calcutta 
University. In 1894 it was included by the xAilahabad 
University in the list of schools recognized for the pur- 
pose of the School Final-Examination. In 1895 /it 
was , affiliated to the same University up to the Inter- 
mediate Examination Standard. ' The first year class 
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was opened in July, 1895, and the second year in July 
1896. 

The institution was registered on August 2nd5 1893 , 
under Act XXI of 1860, the chief controlling author 
ity being the President for the time being, assisted 
by a Committee of Management. Its income is de- 
rived from an endowment of property made mainly by 
the late Munshi Kali Prasad and partly by others 
which was estimated to be worth Es. 5,10,583-6-11 on 
the 30tb of June, 1894. 

The institution is divided into College and School 
Departments, the former under the immediate charge 
and the latter under the superintendence of the 
Principal. 

In the College Department the scale of fees charged 
ordinarily is Rs. ^ per mensem, payable during ten 
months in the session. There are 20 free scholarships, 
ten in the first year and ten in the second year class, 
for poor students who have passed the Entrance or the 
School Final-Examination in the First Division.. In 
the School Department the scale of fees is propor- 
tionate to the income of guardians of hojs, Ghitra-^ 
gupia Vanshi Kayasthas paying lower fees than stu- 
dents belonging to other castes. There is a large 
number of free scholars in both College and School 
Departments, belonging mainly to the Kajastha com- 
munity. Kayastha students, moreover, receive month! j 
scholarships and aid, the total amount spent yearly for 
this purpose exceeding Rs. 2,500, There is a' Boarding-<» 
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House for Kayastha students, where the monthly fee 
charged is Rs, 7 per head.

Jr. Prisoners of war are those who are captured from the 
enemy during naval or military operations. By the laws or 
recognized principles of war, the entire people of a vanquished 
town, state, or nation become the absolute property of. the 
victors. lu ancient times tne treatment of prisoners of war 
was very severe. In the Greek wars it was no uncommon 
thing to put the whole adult male population of a conquered 
state to the sword, while the women and children were enslav- 
ed. Although the putting to death of prisoners became less 
frequent, they and their families were commonly reduced to 
slavery to as recent a period as the 13th century. The act of 
Napoleon in putting to death the Turkish prisoners of war at 
Jaffa in 1799 was universally condemned, and is probably the 
last instance of such barbarity. By degrees the more humane 
custom of exchanging prisoners came into practice, those not 
exchanged being kept in confinement on very poor fare. 
Notwithstanding frequent exchanges, large numbers of pri- 
soners accumulate during war. In 1811 about 47,600 French 
were prisoners in England, while 10,300 English languished in 
the prisons of France.

Ko maxis, however, clung tenaciously to their purpose and 
maintained the siege at all seasons of the year. This was 
an entirely new feature in Eoman warfare, and compelled 
them to adopt a most important change in their military 
system. Up to this time the soldiers had fought without pay« 
and had even supplied themselves with food, returning 
always in the autumn season to their own homes to harvest 
their crops. Now, however, that they were required to remain 
under the standard for several years in succession, they could 
no longer maintain themselves. The government perceived 
the necessity and yielded to it. Pay was granted to the troops 
from the public treasury. This was the first step towards the 
establishment of a standing army and of a regular profession 
of arms. Without it the leaders of the legions could never 
have advanced the eagles far beyond the seven hills ; but with 
it followed with inevitable Sequence the elevation of the 
leaders themselves into candidates for sovereign power.

The founder of the ruling family was one 
of Aurangzeb’s viceroys ; in 1724 he was virtually indepen- 
dent. Nearly the whole population is Hindu, but Hindus 
have no share in the administration; everything is in the 
hands of Mohammedan foreigners. The army chiefly con- 
sists of foreign mercenaries. There is no part of India in 
which the people have less sympathy with their rulers, men 
of other countries and of another faith. Frequent inter- 
ference by the British Government has been necessary ; the 
misfortune is that it has not been more complete and effica- 
cious. Excepting sometimes for a short period, no Government 
in India has been more shamelessly corrupt than that of the 
Nizam.

With the not very impor- 
tant exceptions of Bhopal and Bahawalpur, the other States 
under Mohammedan rulers, about twenty in number, are 
politically insignificant. The population of the so-called 
Mohammedan States is altogether about 14,000,000, but of this 
number at least 12,000,000 are Hindus. Even in Hyderabad, 
where the Mohammedans have been in power for centuries, 
there are less than 1,000,000 of them to 9,000,000 Hindus.

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Koman emperor Maurice, after defeating Bahrain Chobiii, his 
father’s general, who had taken possession of the kingdom, 
ascended the throne of Persia 591 A.D. The moment he was 
firmly established on the throne, he fulfilled in the most 
faithful manner the engagements he had entered into with his 
ally ; and publicly adopted the emperor Maurice as his father ; 
but when that emperor was slain in 603 A.D., he instantly 
declared war, on the grounds of avenging his father and 
benefactor. His generals invaded the Eoman territories ; 
Bara, Edesa, and other strong places on the frontier were 
soon subdued ; Syria was completely pillaged, Palestine 
overrun, Jerusalem taken, and the true cross, which had been 
enclosed in a golden case, and buried deep in the earth, was 
discovered, and borne in triumph to Persia. His reign of 
more than 30 years was marked by a success never surpassed 
by the most renowned of his ancestors. Persia was, however, 
invaded by Heraclius the Boman emperor, who defeated the 
troops of Khusro whenever he encountered them, and 
marched, in one direction, as far as the Caspian, in another 
to Isfahan ; destroying in his progress all his splendid palaces, 
plundering his hoarded treasures, and dispersing, in every 
direction, the countless slaves of his pleasures. The subjects of 
Khusro had lost all regard for a monarch whom they deemed 
the sole cause of the desolation of their country : a conspiracy 
was formed against him : he was seized by his eldest son 
Sheroya ; his eighteen sons were massacred before his face, 
and he was cast into a dungeon, and soon afterwards died or 
was put to death in 628 A.D., 7 A.H., after he had reigned 
38 years. The glory of the house of Ohosroes ended with the 
life of Khusro.

Quli Khan, the greatest warrior Persia has ever produced.

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ReDised regulations o? the Uniuersitg of 
Allahabad as sanctioned bg Gooernment. 

CHAPTER I. 

THE SENATE. 

1. The Senate consi sts of — 

(i) The Chancellor. 

(ii) The Vice-Chancellor. 

(iii) Fellows. 

(iv) Ordinary Fellows nominated under Act 

No. VIII of 1904. 

(v) Ordinary Fellows elected by the Senate or 

by registered graduates, if any, of the 

University. 

(vi) Ordinary Fellows elected by the Faculties. 

2. The Chancellor and in his absence, the Vice- 
Chancellor shall preside at all Meetings and Convoca- 
tions of the Senate. If neither the Chancellor nor 
the Vice-Chancellor is present the Fellows present 
shall elect one of their nnmber to preside. The same 
procedure shall be adopted if the President is compelled 
to withdraw before the Meeting :|s concluded. 

3. The Registrar shall, not less than seven weeks 
before the day on which any appointed member of the 
Senate will vacate office, give notice thereof to the 
authority by whom the Fellow vacating office was 
nominated or elected. 

4. Every casual vacancy in the Senate owing to 
death, resignation, or otherwise, shall be similarly 
reported by the Registrar within ten days from the 
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date OB wtieii such vacancy is eertiSed to the Eegis- 
tear. 

5. At the Meetings of the Senate held in November 

1907, November 1908, November 1909, and November 
1910, the Yice-Chancellor or in his absence the Fellow 
presiding at such Meeting shall in open Senate hold 
the ballot prescribed in section 12 (/) of Act No, VIII 
of 1904. ' 

The Fellows drawn by lot at such ballot shall be 
eligible for re-election to the Senate and, notwith- 
standing anything contained in Eegulation 18 of this 
Chapter, may be proposed and seconded for election at 
the Meeting at which their names were drawn. 

6. The election of Fellows by the Senate shall 
take place on the date appointed by the Chancellor in 
this behalf: at such meeting the decision of the 
President on all points of procedure connected with the 
election -of Fellows and not provided for in Kegulations 
7 — 10 shallbe final. 

.7. Each Fellow shall be given a voting paper 
containing the number of vacancies and a blank space 
for each vacancy. 

8. No Fellow shall give more than one vote to on© 
candidate. 

9. Each Fellow who votes shall vote by delivering 
to the Eegistrar the voting paper after inscribing 
thereon his name and the name of the candidate or 
candidates for whom he votes, 

10. If owing to an equal number of votes being 
given one or more candidates over and above the number 
of existing vacancies are elected, the President shall 
have a casting vote or he may, if he thinks fit, hold 
4a fresh election to determine which out of the candi- 
dates who have received an equal number of votes shall 
he elected to fill the remaining vacancy or vacancies. 






BIVISED EEdfULABONS. 


11. The election bj members of the Faculties of Ch, I, 
Fellows to represent any Facu^^ on the Senate shall 

be made by the ‘members present at the meeting of the 
several Faculties summoned for the purpose^ and shall 
be conducted by the Deans of the several Faculties in 
accordance with the regulations laid down for the ! 
election of Fellows by the Senate. 

1 2. The Senate shall meet on the second Monday in 
January, March,- August, and November of every year, 
or if a gazetted holiday happen to fall on such Monday, 
then on the first working day following such lioliday, 
and may adjourn from time to time to conclude any 
unfinished business. The meeting in November shall 
be deemed the annual meeting of the Senate. 

13. Other meetings of the Senate shall be held on 
such days and at such times as shall be appointed (i) 
by the Chancellor, (ii) by the Vice-Chancellor, or in 
the absence of the Vice-Chancellor from Allahabad by 
the Syndicate. 

14. At all meetings of the Senate eleven members 
inclusive of the Chairman shall form a quorum. 

15. On receipt of a requisition in writing signed by 
not less than one-third of the Fellows of the Senate 
for the time being and stating the business to be 
brought before the Senate and that sUch business is 
urgent, the Vice-Chancellor shall convene the Senate 
on a date and at an hour fixed by him : Provided 
always that such date shall be within seven weeks of the 
receipt by the Vice-Chancellor of the requisition. 

16. Notice of all meetings of Convocation, the 
Senate, Syndicate, and Faculties shall issue from the 
office of the Registrar within the time prescribed before 
the day appointed for the meeting by letter sent 
through the post to each Fellow at the address recorded 
by him in the office of the Registrar and shall be 
further published by a notice posted on the notice-board 
in the office of the Registrar. 
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17* Not less than six weeks’ notice stiall be gifea by 
the Eegisfcrar of all meetings of the Senate or of 
Convocation* 

18* A Fellow who desires to propose that — 

(i) Any person be elected to a Fellowship, 

(ii) Any Fellow be recommended by the Senate for 

nomination by the Lieutenant G-overnor as 
Councillor to assist him in making Laws and 
Eegulations, 

(iii) Any motion of any nature be brought forward 

at a meeting of the Senate, — 

shall furnish the Registrar at his office, not less than 
twenty-eight days before the day appointed for the 
meeting, with a copy of the motion. 

19. The Registrar shall, with the notice required 
by Regulation 16, issue to each member of the Senate 
and, in the case of Convocation, to each member of 
Convocation, a written specification of business to be 
done and of the various matters to be considered at the 
meeting. 

20. A Fellow who desires to propose an amendment 
to any proposals contained in the notice or in the 
supplementary notice shall deposit with the Registrar 
at his office, at least ten clear days before the day 
appointed for the meeting, notice in writing of the 
amendment and of the precise terms in which he will 
move the same. 

2L Upon receipt of such motion or motions and 
amendments of motions the Registrar shall cause 
them to be printed and shall forthwith issue and 
publish a supplementary notice or notices containing 
them in the manner provided for issuing and publishing 
notices in Regulation 16. 

22. Except when specially provided by Statute or 
Regulation or by special permission of the President 
no Fellow shall be permitted to propose any f motion of 
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amend ment of which, the notice required has not been Gh» I 

given. 

23. No motion proposing a change in or addition to 
the Eegulations shall be considered bj the Senate 
except at the annual meeting or the meetings held 
in March and in January. 

21. Every question shall be decided by a majority 
of the votes of the members present. In the case of 
the votes being equal the President shall have a second 
vote. 

25 . Except when otherwise provided by Statute or 
Eegulation of the Senate no question shall be proposed 
for discussion at any meeting that has not been 
previously submitted to the Syndicate. 

26. Once in every year on such date and at such 
time as the Chancellor shall appoint a Convocation for 
conferring degrees shall be held. 

The Convocation shall consist of— • 

(i) The Senate, 

(ii) Honorary Fellows of the University^ and 

(iii) Eegistered Graduates of the University. 

27. All members attending a Convocation shall 
appear either in the habit prescribed for Fellows of the 
University or for the degree to which they have been 
admitted by any University. 

28. The procedure to be adopted in the discussion 
of all matters in the Senate shall be governed by the 
regulations hereinafter following. 

29. Every motion shall be in an affirmative form; 
it shall begin with the word ^‘that” and must be 
seconded : Provided always that a motion standing 
in the name of a Fellow who is absent from a meeting 
may be proposed by any other Fellow. 

30. When a motion has been seconded the terms 
of it shall be stated by the Chairman, and the dis- 
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eossion thereof,' if any is raised, will then proceed* If 
BO discussion is raised, or no amendment thereto is 
proposed the motion will at once be put to the vote, 

31. When an amendment has been proposed and 
seconded the terms of such amendment shall be stated 
by the Chairman and the discussion of the original 
motion and the amendment thereto will proceed pari 
passxi: Provided that only one motion and one 
amendment thereto shall be entertained * at the same 
time. 

32. No Fellow shall be allowed to speak more than 
once in the course of the discussion of a motion, or of 
a motion and an amendment, except the proposer of the 
substantive motion, who will have a right of reply in 
either case at the close of the discussion : Provided 
that a P'ellow who has spoken on a motion before the 
proposal of an amendment thereto shall be entitled to 
speak once upon such amendment. 

33. When the proposer has concluded his reply no 
further discussion of the motion, or of the motion 
and the amendment, can take place.

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30. No amendment can be proposed to a motion 
for adjournment of the meeting or of the discussion 
except one substituting a time other than that proposed 
for such adjournment. A meeting or discussion 
continued on adjournment is to be deemed one with 
that preceding the adjournment. 


41. Any Fellow may at any time in the course of 
discussion rise and call the attention of the Chairman 
to a point of order. If a point of order is raised bj 
one Fellow in the course of a speech by another the 
speaker shall resume his seat until the Chairman has 
decided it. If the Chairman is of opinion that the 
point of order has been raised vexatiously, or for the 
purpose of mere obstruction or of interruption to the 
discussion or to the business of the meeting, he shall 
so declare it, and it shall be deemed a breach of 
order.

sity Examinations, and to recommend for 
degrees, honours, diplomas, licenses, titles 
and marks of honour ; 

(/) to award stipends, scholarships, medals, 
prizes and other rewards in conformity 
with the regulations and the conditions 
prescribed for their award ; 

(g) to administer all trusts and endowments 

vested in the University ; 

(h) to keep the accounts of the University, and 

to correspond in the business of the Uni- 
versity with the Government and other 
authorities and persons ; 

(i) to consider and make such report or recom- 

mendations as may be deemed necessary 
on proposals or motions brought forward 
by the Fellows for consideration by the 
Senate ; 

0) to to publish lists of prescribed or recom- 
mended text-books and courses of study ; 

(1) to fix the scale of travelling allowances pay- 
able to Fellows of the University when 
attending meetings of the Senate ; 

(k) to prepare such forms and registers as are 
from time to time prescribed by these 
Kegulations* 
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(m) and generally to perform all such duties (.'h. 11. & 
and to do all such acts as may be neces- Cii- HI. 
sary for the proper carrying out of the 
prov'isions of the Allahabad University 
Act of 1887 and of the Indian Universi- 
ties Act of 1904, and the Regulations 
framed under them, or under any other 
Statute or Act, or of the resolutions and 
directioBS of the Senate.

CHAPTER III. 

THE FACULTIES. 

1. There shall be three Faculties in the University 
-"•-the Faculty of Arts, the Faculty of Science, and the 
Faculty of Law. 

2 The following persons shall be appointed mem- 
bers to one or more of the respective Faculties 

(1) The Director of Public Instruction for the 

United Provinces, 

(2) The Director of Public Instruction for the 

Central Provinces; 

(3) Those Fellows of the University who on 

the fourteenth day of January 1 905 were 
assigned to the respective Faculties by 
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tbe V!ee-Cban('e11or under the order of 
the Senate and wlio* on the day fixpfl for 
the coming into force of tliene Eegula- 
tioBs, are still Fellows of the University, 
and 

(4) Such other Fellows as may* from time to 
time, be assigned to a Faculty by order 
of the ‘Senate : Provided always that the 
number of Fellov/s on— 

(a) The Faculty of Arts shall not be less than 
twenty. 

(b) The Faculty of Science shall not be less 
than twelve. 

(c) The Faculty of Law shall not be less than 
eight. 

3. Within ten days of the appointment or elec* 
tion of a Fellow the Vice-Chancellor shall, when such 
Fellow has not previously been assigned by the Senate 
to a Faculty and when no order for his assignment has 
been passed by the Senate, assign the Fellow so ap- 
pointed or elected to a Faculty. 

4. The assignment shall be notified to the Senate 
at the first meeting next ensuing after his assignment 
for confirmation. 

5. The Senate may, from time to time, assign 
any Fellow to one or more Faculties : Provided always 
that no member of a Faculty may vote at an election 
of Fellows in more than one Faculty. 

6. A member of a Faculty shall continue to be 
member of that Faculty so long as he continues to be a 
Fellow of the University : Provided always that a Fellow 
on re-appointment or re-election shall be assigned by 
the Vice-Chancellor or Senate as though he were being 
appointed or elected for the first time. 

7. A member of a Faculty who has not during a 
period of two years attended at least one meeting of 
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the Faculty shall cease ipso facto to be a member of Ill 
that Faculty. 

8. The members of each Faculty shall elect at 
the Annual Aleetin^ of the Faculty one of their number 
to be Dean of that Faculty. The Dean so elected shall 
hold office until the next Annual Meeting of the 
Faculty and shall be eligible for re-election, 

9. On a vacancy occurring in the office of Dean of 
a Faculty before the expiration of the term of his 
office, the Vice«Chancellor shall select a member of the 
Faculty to act as Dean for the remainder of such term, 

10. Every meeting of a Faculty shall be con-^ 
vened by the Registrar under the orders of the Syndi- 
cate or of the Dean of the Faculty. 

11. Five members of the Faculty of Arts shall 
constitute a quorum. Three members of any other 
Faculty shall constitute a quorum of such Faculty. 

12. At any meeting of a Faculty the members 
shall consider and report to the Syndicate on the 
courses of study to be followed by candidates for the 
examinations of the University, on the examinations ’ 
to be passed, on other conditions to be fulfilled by can- 
didate^s for degrees, and on any other question or 
questions as may seem to any member to fall within 
the province of the Faculty. ' 

13. At the meetings in November and in March, 
the members of the Faculty may add to their number 
registered graduates in the Faculty and other persons 
possessing special knowiedge of the subject of the study 
represented by the Faculty : Provided always that the 
number so added (a) shall not exceed one-fourth of the

its members Boards of Studies for—

(Hi) Sanskrit. 

(iv) Arabic and Persian. 

(y) Greek, Latin and Hebrew. 

(vi) History and Geography. 

(vii) Political Economy. 

(viii) European Modern Languages. 

(ix) Teaching. 

(a;) Indian Vernaculars. 

' ; ■ 3, The members of the Board for English Litera 

tnre shall not be more than nine in number. 
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The Mmber of members on each of the other Oh. IT* 
Boards shall not exceed seven. 

4. The Faculty of Science shall elect from 
among its members Boards of Studies for — 

(i) Physical Science and Chemistry. 

(ii) Mathematics. 

(in) Drawing and Surveying* 

The number of members on each of the above 
Boards shall not exceed seven. 

5. The members of the several Boards of Studies 
shall be elected at the annual meetings of the res- 
pective Faculties by whom they are constituted. 

Each member shall hold office for a period of two 
years from the date of election and shall be eligible 
for re-election, 

6. Each Board of Studies shall draw up a course 
for adoption in the subject with which the Board is 
concerned, 

7. Each Board of Studies shall report in the 
first instance to the Faculty by which it* is elected, 
and the Faculty shall forward each such report with 
its own report thereon to the Syndicate ; except when 
otherwise directed by the Syndicate the reports 
shall be sent to the Registrar in time to allow of their 
being printed and circulated to the members of the 
Syndicate before the next meeting. 

If the Syndicate are of the opinion that the 
action of a Faculty regarding Text Books or Courses 
of Study requires reconsideration, it shall refer the 
matter back to the Faculty. In eases of disagreement 
after second refefence, the matter shall be referred to 
the Senate for decision. 

8. A Board of Studies may bring to the notice 
©f the Syndicate any matters connected with the 
examinations in its special subject. 
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9. A Board of Studies may also report to the 
Faculty by which it is elected on any matters^ con- 
nected^ with the improvement of the oourse in its 
special subject, 

10. Each Board shall dispose of its business by 

meetings or correspondence, or by both, as may e 
convenient. ^ 

11. The Eegistrar shall forward to the Con- 
vener of each Board any sample text-books in the 
subject under the Board which may be received 
from publishers or others. The Registrar shall pro- 
cure for the use of any Board books and perxocncals 
which the Board may require. He shall print any 
notes and minutes which a Board requires to be 
printed, and pay to the Convener of a Board any 
expenses incurred by a Board in circulating boo . 
to ^ the members of the Board : Provided that the 
fegistrar may, in any case ^ wl^h 

it expedient, take the orders ot the byndieate before 
exercising any of the duties prescribed by this Irwega- 
lation* 

12. Any two or more Boards may, and at the 
request of the Syndicate shall, meet and act in cot- 
currence and render a joint report upon any matter 
upon which either Board might have reported se- 
parately. 


CHAPTER V. 

BOARDS OF EXAMINERS. 

1, The nomination of Examiners for all exami- 
nations conducted by the Univer.sitj, the ex- 

ception of the Examinations in Law, shall be en- 
trusted to Boards of Examiners. 

. 2. The Syndicate shall from time to time de- 
termine what snlijeet or group of subjects shall be 
entrusted to each-BoMd. 
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9. Tte Barnes of the persons elected by tlie Boards 
shall be reported to the Syndicate at its xneeting 
in March for confitmatioB. If the Syndicate decline 
to confirm the appointment of any person nominated 
it shall forthwith appoint some one to act in the 
stead of such person* 

10* In the event of an Examiner declining to act 
or resigning his post or being from any cause unable 
to fulfil his duties the Convener of the Bo^frd concerned 
shall nominate a substitute. The nomination shall be 
reported to the Syndicate for confirmation at its next 
meeting. 

11. The Boards that are entrusted under Eegola- 
tion 2 of this Chapter with any stxbject or group of 
subjects shall moderate all papers set by the Esaminersi 
on those subjects. 


CHAPTIR VI. 

THE REGISTRAR. 

1. The Senate shall from time to time appoint a 
Registrar who shall hold office for a period of three 
years from the date of his appointment. 

2. The Registrar for the time being shall, not less 
than one month before the day on which his term of 
office expires, give notice thereof to the Senate. 

3. The Senate at the meeting next ensuing the 
receipt of such notice shall appoint an officer to 
succeed to the office of Registrar. A person who has 
held the office of Registrar shall be capable of re- 
appointment. 

4. If a casual vacancy occur in the office of 
Registrar between the March and November or the 
November and March meetings of the Senate the 
Syndicate shall appoint a person to officiate as Regis- 
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trar till the meeting of the Senate in Novembeir or Ch. vi, 
Marehy as the case may be, next after the vacancy has 
occurred. 

5» The Registrar shall condnct the duties of his 
office under the instructions of the Syndicate. All 
meetings of the Senate, the Syndicate, and the Facul- 
ties shall be convened through the Registrar, who 
shall keep a record of the proceedings of such meet- 

6. The Registrar shall, in addition to the duties 
imposed upon him by law or by these Regulations, 
supervise ail examinations for University degrees and 
all previous examinations unless the Syndicate other- 
wise direct. Me shall conduct the official correspon- 
dence of the Syndicate and shall render the Vice- 
Chancellor such assistance as he may desire in the 
performance of his official duties. 

7. All fees and dues payable to the University for 
Matriculation, for examinations for degrees, for 
keeping or registering of the names of graduates on 
the register kept by the Syndicate and ail sums 
received by the Registrar in his capacity as such shall 
be paid without delay into the Bank of the University. 

B. The Registrar shall record the address and any 
change of address communicated in writing by a 
Fellow for reoord in the office of Registrar. 

9. In of emergency the Vice-Chancellor is 

empowered to provide for the performance of the 
duties of the Registrar,

3. The Inspector after making sncb enquiries as he 
shall deem necessary shall, through the head of his 
Department, forward the letter ot application to the 

Eegistrar and on fee application endorse a minute as ,w 
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whether the school is or is not worthy of recognition 
together with a report embodying his opinion on the 
several matters referred to in Eegnlation 1 of this 
chapter, and, in the case of schools newly instituted, 
his opinion upon the general desirability of the institu- 
tion. 

4. The Registrar shall lay the letter of application 
and the Inspector’s opinion before the Syndicate at the 
meeting next following its receipt. The Syndicate may 
either enquire further, or, if satisfied that the school 
should be recognised, direct the Registrar to enter the 
school upon a list to be kept for the purpose and shall 
certify to the school through the Head of the Educa- 
tional Department that it has been recognised for the 
purpose of sending up candidates for the Matriculation 
Examination. 

5. The Inspector shall forward to the Registrar all 
notifications from a recognised school communicating 
transfer of management and change in number and 
salaries of the teaching staff, the result of which, in 
his opinion, will be that the school no longer can 
conform with the Regulations prescribed by the Senate. 

6. The Syndicate shall, if satisfied from the reports 
furnished by the Education Department, or otherwise, 
that the school is no longer fit for recognition, direct 
the Registrar to warn the governing body that, unless 
within a period fixed by the Syndicate the school satisfy 
the Syndicate that it has again attained such standard 
as the University at the time requires, the school will 
be struck off* the list of recognised schools with effect 
from the commencement of the school year next 
ensuing. The Syndicate may from time to time 
extend the period so fixed« 

7. If within the time fiixed by the Syndicate, or

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OHAPTIR X, 

RESIDENCE AND CONDUCT OF STUDENTS.

creed of the student is available, either in 
lodgings approved by the Principal of the 
College of which he is a student or in a 
licensed hostel.

buildings and grounds. 

Z. The Syndicate after satisfying itself that due 
provision has oeen made in the rules for the proper 
management of the institution shall depute a member 
or a board of members of the University to inspect the 
institution and to report to it upon the arrangements 
made for board, lodging, moral discipline, recreation 
and resident supervision. 

4. The Syndicate after consideration of the report 
shall inform the Manager or Secretary whether his 
institution can or cannot be placed upon the list of 
Licensed ficstels ; and in the event of the application 
being refused shall communicate the reasons for refusal, 

6, The Resident Superintendent' of a Licensed, 
Hostel shall in every case foe a' man of education aad 
character and of a respectable family^ 
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6. A Licensed Hostel shall be open to inspection al- 
any time by the Principals of Colleges who have 
students resident at the Hostel and by a member or a 
board of members o£ the University deputed by the 
Syndicate to visit it. 

7. A Licensed Hostel shall be required to maintain 
and to produce for inspection when called for an 
admission register, a register of attendance and a con- 
duct register. 

8. The Eesident Superintendent shall at once re- 
port to the Syndicate any alterations in the rules for 
their confirmation. 

9. The Principal of a College shall satisfy himself 
that the management of a Licensed Hostel in which 
students of his College reside is maintained in accor- 
dance wdth the conditions under which it received its 
license, and shall report to the Syndicate if it is not so 
maintained. 

10. Students expelled from Colleges tinder the pro- 
visions of the Inter-College Regulations shall not be 
admitted to any Licensed Hostel. Students rusticated 
shall not be permitted to reside in a Licensed Hostel 
daring the period for which they have been rustica- 
ted. 

11. The Superintendent of a Licensed Hostel shall 
send monthly lists of the students residing in the 
Hostel to the Principals of Colleges concerned, and 
shall report to them cases of serious misconduct.

LICENTIATE OF TEACHIN&* 

1. A graduate who has been admitted to the Deg- Ch. XIX. 
ree of B.A. or B.Sc., or who has been admitted to a *^2:, 
similar degree by the Universities of Calcutta, Madras, 

Bombay or the Punjab, and who has studied for the 

year previous to his examination at a College affiliated 
iii the Branch of Teaching, shall,, if he so desires, be 
permitted to proceed to the Degree of Licentiate of 
Teaching. 

2. The examination shall be both in the Theory 
and in the Practice of Teaching. In the Theory of 
Teaching the examination shall be conducted by means 
of papers. 

3. A candidate shall further, in the presence of afe 
least two Examiners appointed by the Board of Exa- 
miners, give satisfactory evidence of ability to manage 
a class and shall give two lessons on subjects embraced 
in the curriculum of High Schools, one of which shall 
be on the English language. 


CHAPTER XX. 

BACHELOR OF LAWS.

. 3. Every candidate for admission to this exami- 

nation shall produce a certificate in the form hereinaf- 
ter prescribed to the effect that he has prosecuted a

to this llniversity for not less than one academical year

;r'- passed the B.A. or the B»Sc, Examination. 

4. The Previous Examination in Law shall be held 
once in every year at the following places : —

Provided always that the Syndicate, if not satisfied 
that proper arrangements can be made for supervision, 
may remove any place or places from the list of 
centres.

10. No candidate shall be admitted to the examina- 
tion for the Degree of Bachelor of Laws unless he has 
passed the Previous Examination in Law, and has since 
passing the said examination prosecuted a regular 
course of study ” for not less than one academical year 
of twelve months including vacations in a School of 
Law affiliated to the University. 

10(a). Notwithstanding anything contained in 
these Regulations, any candidate who has obtained the 
Degree of B.A., or B.Sc., as aforesaid shall, up to Sist 
December, 1908, be admitted to the Previous Examina- 
tion in Law if he has prosecuted a “ regular course of 
study for not less than one academical year in a 
School of Law affiliated to the University, and to the’ 

LL.B, Examination if he has prosecuted such course 
of study for not less than two academical years prior 
to the 1st November, 1906. 

11. A candidate failing to pass may be admitted to 

one or more subsequent examinations on his making a

15. As soon as may be possible after the examina- 
tioBj the Syndicate shall publish a list of the candidates 
who have passed, either in the Previous or in the LL.B. 
Examination, arranged in two classes. 

All candidates who have passed shall be placed in 
one or other of such classes. A candidate who, out of the 
aggregate marks obtainable, obtains not less than 60 
per cent shall be placed in the first class, and a 
candidate who obtains not less than 50 per eent shall 
be placed in the second class : Provided that no 
candidate shall be placed in either class who does not 
succeed in obtaining a minimum of 30 per cent of th© 
marks allotted to each paper. Fifteen per cent of the 
marks assigned to each subject shall be allotted to the 
viv& voce examination* 
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OHAPTEE XXI. 

MASTER OF LAWS. 

1. Abj candidate who has obtained the Degree of Ch. XXI 
Bachelor of Laws shall, two years after obtaining the ^ 
said degree, and when he so desires, be admitted to the 
examination for the Degree of Master of Laws. 

2. The examination shall be conducted partly vivd 
voce and partly by papers. 

The Faculty shall from time to time indicate 
generally the subjects for examination, 

3. The standard for this examination shall be fixed 
by the Faculty. 


DOCTOR OF LAWS. 

1. No special examination shall be held, but any 
person who has obtained the Degree of Master of Laws 
may be admitted to the Degree of Doctor of Laws 
without examina tion, provided — 

(a) That two members of the Faculty of Law 


{a) mat; two members ot the faculty oi Law or 
two Doctors of Laws certify to the satisfac- 
tion of the Syndicate that since obtaining 
the Degree of Master of Laws he has 
practised his profession with repute for at 
least five years and that in habits and 
character he is a fit and proper person for 
the Degree of Doctor of Laws ; and 

(6) that he has written an essay approved by the 
Faculty of Law, or by a sub-committee 
thereof, on some subject connected with Law 
or with Jurisprudence. ’ '
